Board Of Selectmen 


The following is a summary of the major activities for which the Board of Selectmen provided 
leadership, direction, and oversight during the past year: 


In March 1998 the citizens approved the first ever debt exclusion override of the 
provisions of Proposition 2 % for construction of the McCall Middle School in order to 
receive state reimbursement of 63%. 


The Board initiated the so-called budget summit with representatives of all Boards and 
Committees in the budget preparation process, including the Town Manager, School 
Committee, Assessors, Finance Committee, Library Trustees, Personnel Board, and 
Capital Planning Committee, to emphasize the need for multi-year planning. 


The work of the Educational Facilities Planning and Building Committee continued, 
culminating in the approval of Lincoln School, rather than the construction of a new 
school at the Mystic School site. 


In June 1998 the Town suffered substantial flooding in low lying areas principally in the 
Aberjona River flood plain; however, thanks to well-coordinated emergency planning 
initiated in the wake of the Autumn 1996 flooding, damage to the high school and other 
public buildings was averted. 


The Board of Selectmen initiated two advisory committees (i) to evaluate and modernize 
the Town’s automated management information systems and to prepare for the so-called 
millennium bug and (i1) to pursue long range planning for public works projects to avert 
flooding and drainage problems throughout the Town. 


The Board pursued a number of measures to reduce inflow and infiltration into the 
Town’s system of sanitary sewers, including septic system loans, a further study of 
inflow and infiltration, and elimination of illegal discharge from residential and 
commercial sump pumps. 


The Board initiated reconstruction of crosswalks in the downtown area. 


The Board oversaw the building of new areas in the cemetery and dedicated the Saraco 
Way. 


The Town provided leadership for settlement of all outstanding disputes with the plant 
operators of the NESWC facility; and 


The Board granted a common victualler’s license for operation of a Burger King on Main 
Street, after much public discourse and debate. 


The Board thanks the Town Manager, department heads, and Town employees for their support 
during this challenging year. In addition, the Board thanks the hundreds of citizen volunteers 
who serve on a broad range of committees providing advice, expertise, and wisdom to the 
community. Only with the assistance of all these parties does Winchester remain one of the best- 
managed communities in the Commonwealth.

While the debt exclusion 
override for reconstruction of the McCall Middle School passed in March, enabling us to move 
forward with the Educational Facilities Master Plan, we continue to face the challenge of doing 
more with less. 


We continue to make adjustments and sacrifices in order to try to satisfy the various needs and 
desires of town boards, committees, departments and the general public. 


Public expectations are high. Nowhere is this more obvious than in the area of technology. The 
public expects e-mail and rapid responses to requests, and is not sympathetic with our inability to 
improve communications. Technology is only one area where we are deficient. 


It is my hope that the discussions begun under the budget summit process this year, between the 
members of all the major boards of the town, will be the start of an ongoing process where 
consensus can be reached. As we examine our financial situation and try to plan for the future, 
we must keep in mind that it is all of Winchester’s assets — including our exceptional school 
system, outstanding public safety and public works departments, creative recreation department 
and our fine public library - that help to provide us with the quality of life that we have come to 
enjoy and expect here. 


The support of the town’s boards and committees, the department heads, the staff of all 
departments and, most especially, the staff of the Town Manager’s Office have made this most 
difficult year much easier for me. I wish that I could thank each one of them personally, and 
before much more time passes, I hope that I will have the chance to do so.

Town Counsel 


The Board of Selectmen appoints the Town Counsel, whose position is established by Section 
5.6 of the Winchester Home Rule Charter. He performs all legal services required by the Town, 
its officers and boards except in matters involving collective bargaining. As Town Counsel, I 
perform these services for the Town through the facilities of my private law office at 45 School 
Street, Boston, MA. Compensation paid by the Town necessarily includes a portion of the office 
overhead expenses consequent to the proper disposition of the Town’s legal business. 


In Winchester, the Selectmen have traditionally required the Town Counsel to be in attendance at 
all Town Meetings and periodic meetings of the Selectmen and other elected and appointed 
boards. This policy affords to the Selectmen the opportunity of avoiding legal problems arising 
out of both procedural and substantive matters by early detection. 


The Town Counsel reviews all Town contracts, bonds, deeds, and other legal instruments to 
which the Town is a party or in which any right or interest of the Town is concerned. The 
constant availability of the Town Counsel affords Town officers and professional staff the 
opportunity to seek legal counsel in many aspects of their duties. 


A principal function of the Town Counsel is the defense of lawsuits and legal proceedings both 
against the Town and its various officers. Routinely the trial of workmen’s compensation 
claims, arbitration proceedings, and Contributory Retirement Appeals Board proceedings falls 
upon the Town Counsel. Moreover, appeals to the Courts from decisions of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and Planning Board, together with claims asserting negligence and civil rights violations 
require the Town Counsel to be an experienced trial and appellate litigator. 


Two of the four major claims pending at the end of fiscal year 1997 have been resolved. 
Schodek v. Winchester, Middlesex, ss#96-3098, involved a claim by a parent of a child enrolled 
in the Winchester After School Program at the McCall Jr. High School. The parent was injured 
as a result of a fall on unlighted stairs leading to the basement door. The policy of the Town 
Manager’s office in requiring the Town to be named as an additional insured on the Winchester 
After School liability insurance policy allowed the case against the Town to be settled on highly 
favorable terms. 


In February of 1998, the American Arbitration Association notified the Town of its decision in 
the case brought by Brian Thomson as President of TFM, Inc., against the Town because of work 
performed on the Library renovation project. Thomson, a former partner of the architectural firm 
that designed the Library renovation and its principal shareholder, had claimed $151,258 in 
damages and expenses for TFM’s work on the project. The Arbitrator awarded $28,125 to 
Thomson and charged him 75% of the cost of the arbitration. The principal architect on the 
Library project was Winchester resident, Jon French, whose testimony was instrumental in the 
Town’s defense against the Thomson claim. Both Mr. French and Glen Matsumoto, former 
partners in the firm of Thomson, French, and Matsumoto offered evidence in support of the 
Town. 


Other highlights of FY ’98 included (1) the Town’s successful defense of a law suit brought 
against the Superintendent of Schools and the Town Manager relating to the awarding of the FY 
*98 school bus contract; (2) the Superintendent of Schools management of problems relating to 
asbestos at the Lincoln School and the reconstruction of the Muraco School roof;(3) the 
combined efforts of the EFPBC, the Superintendent of Schools, the Town Manager, the School 
Committee, and the Selectmen on issues relating to the reconstruction and refurbishing of the 
McCall Jr. High School, including complicated swing space issues. 


Additionally, the Selectmen, the Planning Board, the Conservation Commission, and the Board 
of Health undertook several programs designed to improve the Towns infrastructure, open space, 
and quality of life. Highlights in the area of infrastructure improvements were the 
implementation of the water & sewer connection fee revolving account, the establishment of a 
septic system improvement loan program by the Board of Health with loan funds made available 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the establishment of a sump pump removal 
program to eliminate unauthorized connections of sump pumps to the Towns sewer system. 


Land use and quality of life programs were highlighted by continued orderly disposition of the 
Woburn Loop, the study of the reuse of the recently acquired 45 acres of open space formerly 
part of the “Winning Farm”, the Selectmen’s transfer of Mt. Pisgah to the Winchester 
Conservation Commission, and the drafting of a comprehensive telecommunications by-law by 
the Planning Board. 


Looking forward to Fiscal 1999, there are seventeen (17) active cases pending before State 
courts and Federal and State administrative agencies in which the Town is a named defendant. 
Of these seventeen (17) cases, two could potentially have a significant impact on the Town’s 
financial reserves. 


There are also a number of pending claims not in suit involving defects in public sidewalks or 
ways. These claims individually or in the aggregate are not expected to materially affect the 
Town’s financial condition. There are also a number of tax title cases filed against delinquent 
taxpayers in which the Town is a plaintiff. 


Any success that I have enjoyed as Town Counsel over the last nine years has been largely due to 
the advice and assistance of the Town’s dedicated professional staff. A highlight of the year was 
the recognition of Town Manager, W. Chadwick Maurer, by the Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce as “Man of the Year”. 


The current Chairman of the Board, William B. O’Leary, chose not to seek reelection after nine 
years of outstanding service to the Town. Mrs. Carol G. Mullin also stepped down after five 
years of dedicated service. Mrs. Priscilla Owen McPhee and Mr. James A. Johnson, III were 
elected to the Board at the annual Town election held March 31, 1998. Mr. Gerard J. Polcari was 
reelected to a one-year term created by Mrs. Mullin’s resignation. 


On a final note, this year marked the passing of Mr. Michael D. Saraco, with whom I had the 
privilege to serve on the Board of Selectmen during both of his two terms. Michael was the 
middle of three continuous generations of Saraco’s who served our country on foreign 
battlefields. His concern for people and his savvy political advice will be sorely missed by all 
whose lives he touched.

Conservation Commission 


During 1998, the Conservation Commission implemented and enforced the Wetlands Protection 
Act, M.G.L. Ch. 131§40, and the Town’s Wetlands By-Law. The Commission held public 
hearings on Requests for Determinations of Applicability and Notices of Intent, and issued 
Orders of Conditions and Extension Permits. The Conservation Commission also participated in 
site plan reviews of non-wetland projects to address environmental impacts. 


The Commission worked with public interest groups to improve environmental quality by 
participating in Town Day, and by sponsoring the annual Aberjona River Day cleanup. 


We continued our efforts to mitigate flooding by working with town departments and state 
authorities to study flooding remediation plans, dredging, and sediment disposal. 


Our Street Tree Committee has been successful in providing shade trees throughout town. We 
are clearing walking trails, our land stewards are improving conditions on conservation lands, 
and we are coordinating with the Greenways Committee on the regional bikeway. 


We continue to work on development proposals at Winning Farm to ensure that construction on 
the developed portion has the leas impact on resource areas, and our long range planning 
includes examining options for preservation of Hamilton Farm should it come out of its current 
agricultural preservation program.

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Historical Commission 


During Calendar 1998 the Winchester Historical Commission engaged in several ongoing 
initiatives. These included managing the Town Archives, which is open several times each 
month. We accepted several small items of historical interest (Winchester playing cards, photos, 
etc.) and served many people who came in search of information on a Winchester family 
connection, house information, etc. 


A study committee was formed to begin researching all monuments and markers in town, and 
another was formed to consider publication of two or more historical walking tour brochures. 
These, if as and when completed, will be made available at Town Hall and other locations to 
foster an awareness of Winchester's rich architectural heritage. 


The Commission acted to delay demolition of an historic property on Elmwood Avenue but after 
much effort to secure an individual or organization to move it to a new location, authorized 
demolition prior to the six month time limit. In other cases we have been unable to delay 
demolition of historic buildings not listed on the National Register of Historic Places but of great 
importance to the Town. We would like to see the list broadened to include all properties in 
Winchester on the state NIACRIS computer files (properties for which an inventory form exists 
at the Massachusetts Historical Commission). 


Once again the Commission issued its Restoration Award with winners in five categories and 
locations throughout town. A ceremony was held in May 1998 to recognize these outstanding 
projects and the property owners responsible for the good work. 


We also began a long process of investigating means by which what may be the earliest 
surviving hand colored town map (e. 1860) can be restored and offered for public view. The map 
of paper on linen was discovered in the cellar of Frederick and Polly Lyman's Stanton House at 
21 Washington St. The home was built by Nathan B. Johnson, one of the town's first Selectmen 
in 1850, and it may have remained rolled up in the underpinnings of the house for nearly 140 
years before being rediscovered and returned to the Town. This is a serendipitous example of a 
valuable and highly informative document disappearing from public hands and being recovered. 
Others are not so fortunate. Each map or informational resource is a unique part of our town 
history for research purposes and the Historical Commission urges Town Meeting and the Town 
Manager's office to issue directives prohibiting town-owned ephemera and objects of historical 
curiosity in being loaned or given to individuals who ask for them. We are aware of one such 
incident, which occurred at Wildwood Cemetery last year when a Town employee gave a 19th c. 
cemetery plan of graves to a private party. We urge the Selectmen, as Cemetery Commissioners, 
to take steps to retrieve this plan and to have it serve as a warning that this type of thing can and 
does happen. 


The Commission appreciates the support of Town Meeting and the employees of the Town for 
their help and support, and we hope that in the near future an appropriation sufficient to fund 
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several of our initiatives will be possible. At present the $600 annual appropriation barely covers 
the cost of supplies at the Archives.

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Board of Assessors 


The calendar year 1998 was a revaluation year in Winchester. Every three years under 
Massachusetts State Law, the Department of Revenue requires the Board of Assessors to revalue 
all four classes of Real Estate (Residential, Commercial, Industrial and Personal Property). As a 
result, the Board conducted a preliminary assessment sales ratio based on all sales in calendar 
year 1997. (Assessed values for Fiscal Year 1999 are as of January 1, 1998). 


After reviewing all the sales data information, the Board concluded the majority of the town was 
undervalued. After making adjustments in values, the Board conducted numerous spreadsheet 
applications as mandated by the Department of Revenue. The Board received final recertification 
approval in early December. 


As a result of increasing assessments, the 1999 tax rate dropped $.51 to $13.67. However, 
Chapter 110 debt transfer of $2,158,302-by the Board of Selectman added $.97 on the residential 
tax rate resulting in a final 1999 tax rate of $14.64. Having lower water rates and a federal tax 
deduction on real estate taxes offsets the $.97 increase. 


Assessor George L. Andersen was re-elected in March to another three-year term. Chairman 
Mark A. Lombardi completed his seventh year on the Board. Assessor Eric R. Josephson 
completed his eighth year on the Board. The year went smoothly thanks to the administrative 
staff of Marilyn E. Harrington, Alice Alford, Patricia Haverty and Daniel D. McGurl Director of 
Assessments.

The Comptroller’s report includes a detailed breakdown of the trust funds for the Town. The 
trust funds consist of the funds supporting the cemetery, library, schools, and the Town 
generally. As the comptroller’s report indicates, the total cost basis of the funds as of June 30, 
1998 was $2,080,522. As of the same date, the market value of the funds was $3,495,277 
compared with $2,990,262 at June 30, 1997. The income for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1998 was $128,340 compared with $119,244 in the prior fiscal year.

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Engineering Department 


The Engineering Department prepares and provides information to the public as well as 
providing engineering services, advising and assisting all Town Departments, Boards and 
Committees. The Department is responsible for the care and custody of all plans, cemetery and 
engineering records of the Town and annually updates the water, sewer, drainage, street layout 
and cemetery plans, assessors and zoning maps. The Department also maintains and administers 
the downtown parking permit program. 


Some of the major projects the department was involved in during 1998 are as follows: 


Woburn Loop 

Prepared plans for Request for Proposals and assisted the Town Manager and the Board of 
Selectmen in the disposition of Woburn Loop parcels. The effort resulted in the successful sale 
of three (3) additional parcels during the year. 


School Renovations 

The Department continues to furnish the firm of HMFH Architects, Inc. and its sub-consultants 
with deed, building, utility and research of engineering records necessary for the Towns’ school 
rehabilitation projects. 


Field Management 

Engineering plans and related data were furnished to the Fields Management Committee in their 
assessment of town fields. Design plans, cost estimates, construction layout and grades were 
provided for the Vinson Owen School field and playground equipment rehabilitation. The 
Department worked with Mike Dacey and Sue Powers in the planning and design of the Skate 
Board Park, to be constructed at Manchester Field in 1999. 


Acceptance of Roadways 

Performed construction layout of the drainage improvements required for the acceptance of High 
Street Extension. Worked with developer in the development of the Eugene Drive (Forest Glen 
Estates Subdivision) acceptance plan. 


Subdivision Control and Site Plan 

The Department inspected utility and roadway construction within subdivisions, insuring their 
compliance with Subdivision Rules and Regulations and Town standards for the following 
developments: Arbor Knoll (Arbor Lane), Highland Crest (Pheasant Lane), Tania Acres (Tania 
Circle), Oak Knoll (Brooks Street), The Willows (Conant Road), Wittet Estates (Keenan Drive), 
Coventry Estates (Coventry Lane) and Brookview Modifications (Sunset Road and Churchill 
Circle). The Engineering Department performed reviews of proposed developments submitted 
during the year insuring proper roadway and utility design, established estimates for security and 
rendered recommendations to the Planning Board. 


Wildwood Cemetery 


The Engineering Department worked with the Wildwood Cemetery Advisory Committee, 
Director of Public Works and Carol Johnson Associates in the construction layout of Phase I of 
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the Cemetery Master Plan. The layout comprised of 1600 linear feet of new roadways and 
utilities for the creation of 2000 new gravesites. Located and recorded 144 internments and 62 lot 
sales for permanent record storage. 


Mount Pisgah | 
The Department initiated the perimeter survey of the Town land known as Mt. Pisgah to enable 


the transfer to the Conservation Commission. 


Handicap Ramp Program 
Established and provided construction inspection for the Town wide ADA handicapped ramp 
renovation and installation program. 


Drainage 

Established a comprehensive drainage improvement program for Town. Attended workshop 
meetings with Town employees and Camp Dresser & McKee in review of drainage 
improvements along the Aberjona River. Provide mapping and survey of critical flood 
information to consultant. Recorded flood levels at all roadway structures along the Aberjona 
River and Horn Pond Brook during the June 1998 storm. 


Washington Street Reconstruction 

The department worked with consultant, LEA Guertin, in reviewing the Washington Street 
design, working toward the February completion of the 75% design stage. The Engineering 
Department revised easement drawings necessary for the project. Due to the unanticipated long 
review time by the Mass Highway Department the project was not advertised this year. Provided 
proposed curb layout for the Contractor during the Water Main Project. 


In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to my dedicated staff comprised of Joseph E. 
Capone, Assistant Town Engineer; George F. Stewart, Junior Engineer; Patrick L. Bower, 
Engineering Inspector; Sean E. Broderick, Engineering Inspector and Carole J. Tourtellotte, 
Administrative Secretary for all their hard work which enabled the department to meet the 
challenges of this year. 


The Engineering Department continues to undergo changes with the announcement that 
Assistant Town Engineer Joe Capone will retire in January 1999. Joe has worked for the Town 
for 38 years. His dedication to excellence and presence in the Department and the Town will be 
missed. Good Luck to you and your family in your retirement Joe, from all of us.

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Planning Board 


In 1998 the Planning Board concentrated its efforts in further revisions to the Zoning Bylaw to 
assess new issues, which came to the Board's attention, and to improving communications with 
other boards, committees, and commissions. No new subdivisions were approved during the 
year, due to the lack of land available for new subdivisions. 


There were no changes in Planning Board membership during the year. 


Subdivision Control 

Although there were no new subdivisions, the Planning Board continued to monitor progress on 
subdivisions already approved, including Wittet Estates (Keenan Drive), Arbor Knoll (Arbor 
Lane), Highland Crest (Pheasant Lane), Tania Acres (Tania Circle), and Oak Knoll (Brooks 
Street). 


Zoning Board of Appeal 

The Planning Board is charged with the responsibility of rendering advisory opinions on Board 
of Appeal petitions. During 1998, thirty-six (36) petitions were reviewed, a substantial increase 
over the previous year, as many homeowners sought to construct additions to their properties. 


Zoning 

The Planning Board addressed its attention to new uses over which it felt zoning control would 
be desirable. The Personal Wireless Service Facilities District (PWSFD), withdrawn in 1997 for 
further study, was approved as an Overlay District, not including the residential zones except for 
the Apartment House Residential District B, which is confined to the Center. Although the bylaw 
included the Town owned properties in the Conservancy-Institutional District (SCI) , this portion 
of the bylaw was deleted by the Mass. Attorney General's office. Despite this, the Town 
achieved control over the proliferation of telecommunications devices. 


The Adult Use overlay district, confining this potential use to Winchester Center, was also 
approved on the second attempt, giving the Town stringent control over the use, consistent with 
the First Amendment rights of free speech granted to purveyors under the Constitution. 


A new bylaw designed to combat light pollution was also enacted, but the proposed bylaw to 
control fast food establishments was defeated. 


The Planning Board also commenced work on rezoning Main Street from the Skillings Road- 
Lake Street intersection to the Woburn line, in order to promote development of this area in a 
manner that would be in the best interest of the Town, in accordance with the Triangle Master 
Plan, which was approved in 1997. 


Communications 

During the year the Planning Board met jointly with the Board of Selectmen, Board of Appeal, 
and the Design Review Committee to review priorities and explore ways in which the various 
groups might work more effectively together.

School Committee 


The School Committee continued to focus on several major areas in the Strategic Plan: 
improving the facilities, approving curriculum and revising policy, prioritizing school budgetary 
needs, and coordinating with other boards and committees. 


By fall, work had begun on the McCall Middle School Renovation and Mystic and Parkhurst 
Schools were opened as transitional housing (Swing Space) for the 6th and 7th grades. The 8th 
grade was housed at the High School where new classrooms had been created by partitioning 
open areas in several of the academic departments. 


The exterior repairs to Lincoln, including new windows and replacement of gutters were 
completed by December. The Educational Facilities Planning and Building Committee 
continued to develop plans for a renovated Lincoln, which would meet state and School 
Committee guidelines. The resulting plans were approved by the School Committee and 
received preliminary approval by the state School Building Assistance Program 
administrator. Final approval and placement on the state reimbursement list is contingent on 
submittal of more detailed plans and funding authorization scheduled for June 1, 1999. 


The School Committee and administration worked closely with the Capital Planning Committee, 
Town Manager and DPW Director to identify and prioritize capital requests. The list included 
replacement of the Vinson- Owen roof replacement of chillers/burners and part of the roof at the 
High School, and replacement of the windows, roof, removal of all exposed vinyl asbestos tile, 
and a design study of the driving/parking safety issues at Ambrose. Two portable classrooms 
were also requested for increasing enrollment at Vinson-Owen. 


A Special Town Meeting was convened in February 1999 to discuss Lincoln and the capital 
projects. Town Meeting approved the Lincoln renovation plans and the school repairs 
contingent upon a successful override in March 1999. The override was successful and _ plans 
for these projects are continuing. The two portable classrooms for Vinson-Owen were approved 
by Town Meeting and bonding authorized so the space could be ready for September 1999. 


The School Committee approved curriculum for K-5 mathematics, social studies, and science. 
The revised curriculums are aligned with the state frameworks. Each school presented a plan 
outlining how student performance could be improved using strengths and weaknesses identified 
by the state MCAS testing. 


School policies were reviewed and revised in areas of school rentals, computer acceptable use, 
and transportation including student conduct on buses. Policies currently under review include 
student alcohol/drug abuse, facilities and maintenance, and school safety. 


During the summer of 1998, the School Committee and administration participated in a budget 
summit initiated by Town Moderator, John Sullivan. The "Summit" included the chairs of 
Selectman, School Committee, Library Trustees, Finance Committee and Personnel Board as 
well as Town Manager and Superintendent. The "Summit" focused on improving fiscal reporting 
to Town Meeting members and residents, using revenue projections that were more in line with 
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historical revenue increases, and closer communications with boards on budget issues. This 
process improved understanding of both fiscal issues and constraints. This process also 
decreased the time spent on budget negotiations during February and March 1999 and allowed an 
increase in time spent on other school issues. 


The areas of continuing concern to the School Committee are: (1) increasing enrollment, (2) 
increasing costs of Special Education requirements in the early childhood population, especially 
children with multiple complex disabilities, (3) meeting secondary New England Association of 
School and Colleges accreditation standards, particularly in the areas of technology, professional 
development, and instructional supplies, and (4) continuing to improve the school buildings.

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Superintendents Report 


The 1998-99 school year was extremely successful for the school department, with the financial 
Support of the Town of Winchester. There were many accomplishments during the course of the 
year, including the following: 


MCAS Results: Sixth highest overall score in Massachusetts After the first round of 
testing in the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System, the students of 
Winchester performed very well in the areas of writing, language arts, science/technology 
and mathematics. Assistant Superintendent, Dr. Stephen Foster analyzed the results and 
assisted all personnel in the use of the results for student performance improvement, at 
grades 4, 8 and 10. 


McCall Swing Space for the entire middle school population of 712 students was 
extremely successful in its first year with the middle school located in three separate 
buildings in the town, grade six at the Parkhurst School, grade seven at the Mystic School 
and grade eight at the high school. Parents, students and teachers have adapted to this 
transition space very well. 


Two new Special Education programs were instituted by Pupil Services Administrator, 
Ms. Linda Chase, at the early childhood and high school levels, to prevent further 
increases in outside placements for both of these areas. Four students from the early 
childhood level were served within the school district, for savings of $66,000, which 
would have been tuition for outside placements. At the-high school level, six students 
were served at the high school, for savings of $60,500, which would have been tuition for 
outside placements. 


Major technology improvements were made throughout the system, with the Network 
expanding to more classrooms. A new PC lab was installed at the high school to begin 
the shift from the Apple computer platform to the PC. Extensive training in all aspects of 
the computer uses was offered to all levels of teachers and administrators. Capital 
Planning funding as well as Technology Bond funding assisted with the expansion of the 
technology program. 


Significant progress was made in the area of curriculum development in several areas, 
beginning with elementary mathematics, social studies and science. Student learning 
outcomes were developed for each of these content areas which are aligned with the state 
frameworks. Other curricular areas were addressed at the middle and high school, 
including mathematics, science and health. 


Five teachers retired at the conclusion of the year, leaving significant contributions for 
the system. They were: Barbara Gagel, art teacher at the Ambrose School, Herman 
Greene, music teacher at several elementary schools, Catherine Sullivan, teacher at the 
Lincoln School, Miriam Foley, teacher at the Vinson-Owen School and John Joyce, 7-12 
Mathematics Director and mathematics teacher at the high school. Their careers spanned 
many years and their work touched many children's lives. 
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Curriculum 

The primary area of concentration and effort this year was focused in the development of grade 
level Winchester Curriculum to align with the Massachusetts Frameworks. Over the course of 
the year, the Winchester School Committee approved district wide curriculum in Elementary 
Mathematics K-5, Elementary Social Studies K-5, and Elementary Science K- 5. Curriculum was 
also’ developed at the elementary level in Technology Competencies K-5, and Multi Age Lessons 
Grades 1/2. Pursuant to the district wide curriculum initiative and recommendations from the 
American Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges accreditation report, curriculum work 
was developed at the middle school in the following areas: Language ‘Arts Grade 6, Science 
Grade 6, Social Studies Grade 8, and Mathematics Grades 7&8. High School curriculum 
development included IPS Science Grade 9, Technology Education Grade 9, and Economics 
Grade 11. Through the summer 1999 curriculum program 


Professional Development 

The primary focus of professional development this year has been in support of recently 
developed curriculum, newly acquired technology, and the newly negotiated supervisory and 
evaluation system. At the elementary level, system wide workshops were conducted in Early . 
Civilizations and Ancient Greece Grade 4, American History Grades 3&5, Claris works K-5, and 
Searching the Internet Grades K-5. Winchester workshops available to secondary staff included 
Working with Windows Grades 6-12, Microsoft office Grades 6-12, and Searching the Internet 
Grades 6-12. A professional development day was devoted to an antibias and antiracism 
workshop through the Anti-deformation League. District administrators attended multiple 
training sessions in the new Winchester Supervisory and Evaluation Instrument. Individual 
teachers attended numerous curriculum workshops through the support of their building 
principal. 


Technology 

Although the temporary service provided through cable modems from Media one has worked 
well this year, the school system eagerly awaits the results of the Cable Committee negotiations 
for a more permanent Internet access solution. In addition, a new PC Lab with Microsoft Office 
software has been installed at Winchester High School. Following training many teachers are 
beginning to use the lab for instructional purposes while others use specialized pieces of software 
to provide specific instruction in the lab. 'The English writing lab and the Business lab were both 
upgraded this year and usage has subsequently increased. New wiring was installed in sections of 
the high school, expanding service to more users. The additional drops installed at the Muraco 
have also expanded utilization of technology. The new teacher-mentoring program piloted at the 
Muraco and Lynch schools show promise as a structure for providing timely support for 
classroom teachers who wish to integrate technology into the curriculum. 


Pupil Services Department 

The Pupil Services Department is responsible for providing services to students in the areas of 
Special Education, Guidance, and Nursing. Special Education services students who need 
specially designed instruction due to a disability that prohibits them from making effective 
progress in general education. These services are provided in learning centers, regular 
education classrooms, and substantially separate settings. There are over 370 students who 
currently receive special education services. Guidance services include counseling, liaison with 
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regular and special education staff and with parents, coordination of student scheduling, 
coordination of Section 504 services, college/career counseling, and college entrance and 
preparation services. Nursing services include vision, hearing, postural and pediculosis 
screening, monitoring and administration of medication, monitoring of immunization 
requirements and health record requirements, medical treatment as needed, -emergency medical 
treatment, 766 participation, health related school and community programs, and liaison with 
outside agencies and medical facilities. The Pupil Services Department implemented two new 
programs this year. A high school program for students with emotional disorders and a 
specialized preschool program for 3-5 year old children with severe special needs. In addition, a 
system-wide child study/pre-referral program was also implemented this year. Each of these 
initiatives were implemented as a result of the Comprehensive Programmatic Review conducted 
by the Department of Special Education. The Pupil Services Department is proudly committed to 
meeting the needs of all of our students through the provision of quality education. There are 
many exciting challenges in the days ahead. The support of staff, parents, administration, 
students and community will insure that the quality of education reputed in Winchester will 
continue. We look forward to another exciting and productive year. 


Winchester High School 

The 1998-99 school year at Winchester High School began by welcoming the eighth grade 
students and teachers while McCall Middle School undergoes renovations. The additional class 
has been successfully incorporated into the high school facility. Much of the focus of the 
curriculum work at the high school this year centered on the results of last year's MCAS results 
and the preparation of the students for this year's cycle of testing. While the students did 
relatively well, teachers and administrators continue to align the Winchester curriculum to the 
state frameworks. High School as a part of an ongoing goal of assessment and improvement the 
high school faculty focused on the following goals throughout this academic year: 


e Transition from 8th grade into 9th grade 

e Communication within the school, between the school and parents and within the school 
system 

e Academic strengths and weaknesses of the current C2 level courses 

e School climate 


Two of the goals, transition from 8th to 9th and school climate will be offered as study groups 
this summer. 


Perhaps the high point of the year is that one of our own teachers, Virginia Laats, was named 
Family and Consumer Science Teacher of the Year. Ms. Laats was chosen because of the way in 
which the program has grown under her leadership and for the innovations that she has brought 
to both teaching and curriculum. 


McCall Middle School 

The major tasks for McCall Middle School in 1998 were to complete the planning for the two 
swing space, years while the school is being renovated and expanded at 458 Main Street, to 
move into the three sites at the Parkhurst School (Grade 6), Mystic School (Grade 7), and 
Winchester High School (Grade 8), and to begin the 1998-1999 school year on time in these new 
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locations. Thanks largely to the efforts of the McCall Middle School Planning Committee (a 
representative group of students, parents, teachers, and administrators), the Educational F acilities 
Planning & Building Committee, William H. Rowe & Associates Architects And Engineers, 
G.R. Nowell & Son, Inc. Movers, the Department of Public Works, and the McCall Middle 
School Faculty, McCall Middle School opened on Friday, September 11 with very few glitches. 
While busing problems primarily at the Parkhurst site required a great deal of time and attention 
of Winchester Public Schools new Business Manager, Ann Yurek, most people agreed that the 
first swing space’ year was working out remarkably well. At year's end, the news was also good 
with respect to the school renovation and expansion project as everything was reported to be 
right on schedule. 


Two significant events occurred in November of 1998: 1. The New England Association of 
Schools & Colleges, Inc. (NEASC), in response to a Special Progress Report submitted to it in 
late June by the Principal, voted to continue the school's accreditation, but also to continue the 
school's warning status in two of the ten standards of membership, School Facilities and 
Financial Support. Although noting the progress being made in McCall Middle School's 
facilities, the NEASC expressed concern about the Town's long-term financial commitment to 
meet the overall needs of its growing middle school population. 2. The Massachusetts 
Department of Education reported on the schools Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) test scores for grade 8 administered in the spring of 1998. 


School representatives were pleased to report that McCall Middle School 8th Graders scored in 
the top ten percent in the State results. Despite this success, teachers and administrators were 
busy analyzing the test results to find ways to improve our students, scores in the years ahead. 


Elementary Schools 

This year, the elementary schools continued to focus upon the goals of the district's Five Year 
Strategic Plan. In light of the first ever, Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment Test, the goal 
of reviewing and revising the curriculum system wide was a timely one. This year saw the 
introduction of revised curricula in the areas of Mathematics and social Studies as well as 
adoption of a new science program, which is currently being introduced in grades K-5. 


All of this work was accomplished by teams of teachers under the supervision of the Director of 
Curriculum, Stephen Foster. The task for each of these teams was to produce a developmentally 
appropriate scope and sequence of content and skills that was in alignment with the 
Massachusetts State Frameworks for Curriculum. This summer, a fourth team will continue to 
move this goal forward with the revision of the English/Language Arts curriculum. 


In the area of technology there was also significant change. This year was the first in which each 
elementary school had its own dedicated server and Local Area Network. Also, each school now 
has its own internet connection via a cable modem provided by Media One. Students have 
access to the Internet from their classrooms and teachers and administrators communicate with 
other schools and access their E-mail through an Intranet maintained by the school department's 
Technical Services Department. The new system has increased speed and virtually eliminated 
downtime. 
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Along with on-going teacher training in the area of technology, new professional development 
opportunities for teachers and administrators are being offered this summer in areas such as Peer 
Coaching, Instructional Strategies, and Special Education Evaluation. 


As in the past, Winchester continues to offer a variety of programs and experiences, including 
multiage classes for students entering first grade. Feedback from the parents of children enrolled 
in these classes and a lack of available seats in the multiage classes at several schools indicates 
that the program is growing in popularity year by year. 


As we continue to implement the strategic plan, we look forward to the continued support of the 


many organizations and individuals who help to broaden and enrich the educational experiences 
of the children in our five elementary schools.

Northeast Metropolitan Regional Vocational School District 


The Northeast Chapter of the National Vocational Technical Honor Society held its annual 
induction ceremony in April. At the ceremony 30 students were inducted. This making the 
Chapter to 55 members for 1997-1998 school year. The State Vica Competition held in April, 
Northeast finished with two Gold Modals, one Silver Medal, one Bronze Medal. The Northeast 
Scholarship Committee awarded individual scholarships to 76 deserving students at the 1998 
graduation exercises. The total of $218,000.00 was given. The average award of $3,000.00 and 
with 75% of the scholarships aid going to students furthering their education. Northeast Students 
beginning work in their vocational field or entering trade apprenticeship programs garnered 25% 
of the scholarships to enable purchase of tools or entry level expenses toward trade educational 
programs. 


The summer program of 1998 was busy time at Northeast. Full-scale academic and vocational 
summer school in operation. The computer camp with more than 300 students in the program 
and in its seventh year. The new programs will help strengthen reading and math skills of 
students. The new computer programs with new equipment geared toward grades 1,2,3 as well as 
grades 4-8. The Computer Camp consists of 3 hour rotating schedules of computer lab, 
swimming, sports and games. Intro to Internet also becomes part of the program. 

Adult Education continued with an all time high of 2,000 students en- rolled during 1997-1998. 


The 1997-1998 school year represents the twenty eighth class. North- east graduated 200 
students in the class of 1998. Breakdown as follows: 10 entered the military service, 89 
employed in related fields, 20 in non related fields, 61 pursuing further education, 20 
unemployed or seeking employment *Note 31% of the graduating class went to further their 
education. 180 members of the graduating class either entered military service or employed or 
furthered their education. It figures to 90% if the class of 1998 

The Seal Needs Students enrollment was 258 students. It represents 23% of the school's 
population. 


The Northeast Varsity Football Team were Co Champions of the Common- wealth Athletic 
Conference. The Northeast pay Soccer Team in it's first year of competition qualified for 
State Tournament. The Northeast Varsity Hockey Team qualified for State Tournament played 
and lost n the first round.

While this has involved a great deal of work, we are all excited that the 
community needs have been clarified and we will work toward meeting those needs. This long 
range planning process is reviewed every five years. 


The library's landscaping is complete thanks to the Friends of the Winchester Public Library. 
Without the Friends we would all find ourselves very much poorer. The Friends not only 
provide leadership but the funding source for many of our needs such as: children's programs, 
museum passes, and adult programs. 


We also need to be ever grateful for the many people who volunteer their time at the library. The 
volunteers shelve books, keep our shelves ordered, repair damaged books, and assist with 
cataloging.

Sunday hours made their debut this year, after more than a decade of service reductions. Patron 
comments, circulation statistics, and door counts all proved the popularity of this highly valuable 
service. Many people expressed their gratitude for an opportunity to enjoy the library at a time 
that is convenient for working people, families, and students. High school students returned to 
the Library on Sunday afternoons to study, use the Internet terminals, and seek the professional 
assistance of the Reference Librarians. It was a banner year for Library services. 


We have much to be thankful for this year: the support of the Town for improved hours; the 
vitality of the Friends of the Library (Denise Pappas, President) who enrich our services with 
their own commitment of time and funding; volunteers who make it possible for us to stretch our 
services to the maximum; a staff that is committed to providing the best possible library program 
to our citizens; our patrons whose desire for information, relaxation, and continuing education 
keeps the Library fresh, growing, and essential to the quality of life in our Town. 


Children's Services: Yvonne Coleman, Department Head 

Variety was the spice of life during 1998 in the Children's Department. The popularity of 
traditional storyhours for ages three and up could be seen in the block-long waiting lines on 
registration days. An influx of young families brought a population boom of infants and toddlers 
and our limited offering of lapsit programs could not meet the demand. Other highly successful 
services continued to be the Friends' sponsored performances and programs, summer reading 
programs, the Reach Out and Read (R.O.A.R.) Corps teen readers and school visits. Attendance 
for these programs reached 7,862. The demand for Children's reference services increased by 
25% between 1996 and 1998. The steady growth in the use of all Children's services coupled 
with the increased complexity of technology-driven services stretched the resources of this 
department to the limits. 


Circulation Department: Jill Walker, Department Head 

The phenomenal leap in circulation statistics experienced during the first year of the renovated 
Library leveled off somewhat this year but continued a steady growth. Of the 38,542 individuals 
who borrowed materials this year, 80% were Winchester residents. Our daily count showed that 
219,639 people visited the Library. Given the closing of the adjacent middle school for repairs, 
and the fact that this was the second year in the newly renovated facility, foot traffic was higher 
than expected. The Library circulated 337,322 items in 1998 - an increase of 5.4%, or 17,241 
more than 1997. Sunday hours proved to be very popular with hourly foot traffic on that day 
regularly topping 100 patrons/hour. Books are still the most popular medium with print 
materials accounting for 74% of our total circulation. Fifty-three percent of all items circulated 
were adult but 54% of the print materials checked out were children's books. The addition of 
circulating CD-ROMs proved to be popular and will be expanded next year. 


Technical Services: Nancy Goodwin, Department Head 

This department added 11,760 items and withdrew 6,512 items for a net gain of 4.7%. 
Circulating CD-ROMs were among the new materials added to the collection for the first time 
this year. Planning their packaging and shelving was a challenge. The reclassification of 
literature materials and other areas of the collection should make these materials more accessible 
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to patrons. Staff training was a focus this year and included resources available through the 
Internet. David Strugnell spent a significant amount of his time troubleshooting the Library's 
computer equipment and installing new software. 


Information and Community Services: Julie Kinchla, Department Head 

Reference services are undergoing a radical transformation as technology brings both the world 
of information and the inherent complexities of searching new sources to our door. Total annual 
activity increased while in-room use showed a slight decline over the banner first year of the 
renovated facility. More patrons took advantage of telephone and e-mail reference services. 
Computer training workshops were much in demand. Sunday hours saw a significant increase in 
the use of this department by middle and high school students as well as working adults. The 
length of time of a typical reference transaction has expanded dramatically as the electronic 
resources have expanded. A question that would have been answered in a few minutes a decade 
ago may now take forty minutes, as Librarians spend time searching a wide variety of databases 
for the answers and/or teach patrons how to use the new technologies. The result is better 
service for our patrons but an entirely new way of doing business for our staff. 


This ever-changing environment will be the great challenge of the next millennium. We are very 
fortunate to have our Assistant Director, Barbara Yuan, lead the Library's Technology 
Committee as it plans for the future of our information services.

Recreation & Community Education 


Our goal to offer a wide variety of courses at reasonable prices continues to be our main focus. 
We strive to provide leisure activities for all ages and abilities and in addition, the Department 
provided support services to community youth sports organizations, organized groups that 
provided social and cultural activities and Town agencies providing related leisure and 
community services. 


Highlights for the 1998 calendar year include: 


Life at Sanborn House 

As building managers, the Department continued to rent space to Temple Shir Tikvah, and a few 
private individuals for special functions. The Town has also granted office and storage space to 
the Historical Society and Jumelage, Inc. The Sanborn House suffered major flood damage in 
June 1998. The entire basement was flooded with about a foot of water resulting in 
approximately $38,000 in damages. The Recreation Department continues to enjoy having 
classroom space for some of our pre-school age classes as well as science classes for elementary 
children. The Department needs to renovate the kitchen area to meet the demands for 

pre-school classes. 


Community Events 

The "Eggstravaganza”, continued it's Fairy Tale Trail and saw about 500 people enjoying this 
event at the High School. The tenth annual Halloween Parade attracted 500 people and featured a 
parade and a children's performers. A third year of Halloween Window Painting, was another 
huge success thanks to the cooperation of over 120 local merchants. The year ended with our 
fifth annual Breakfast with Santa at the Sanborn House. The Friends of Recreation funded most 
of the performers for our community events. 


“Common Concerts” 

The Town Common became the performance center on eight Wednesday nights and four Sunday 
afternoons. The concerts were partially funded by the Friends of Winchester Recreation & 
Community Education, the ENKA Society and the Arts Lottery as well as local Real Estate 
Companies, Ann Blackham and Company, Inc., Hunneman & Company, Coldwell Banker,Barry 
Berman of Hunneman Mortgage Company, and Josephson Realty. Three banks, Bank Boston, 
Fleet Bank, and Winchester Cooperative Bank, financially supported the concerts along with 
Winchester Travel Advisors, Fells Hardware, Winchester Art & Frame, Allan Wilde Insurance, 
co. and Winchester Optical. It was a great season. 


Community-Education 

In cooperation with Winchester's Public Schools, the Recreation & Community Education 
Department plans and administers the Community Education program. These self-supporting 
offerings continue to expand and diversify. Most programs during the school year are offered in 
the High School. With the closing of McCall School for renovations programming space is at a 
premium and the lack of space is hampering 

many of the programs. 
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Recreation Programs 

Numerous courses in sports, crafts, science, and drama are offered to pre-school through high 
school age students. This is one of the fastest growing segments of the Recreation Department. 
One major limiting factor continues to be the lack of a large open space. The before-school and 
early release day programs continue to be popular and serve a nee .d for parents looking for 
supervision for their children at these times. An after school program, (WRAP) is meeting the 
needs of many children at the Muraco School. Next year there will be additional after school care 
in new location at the Carriage House, 15A High Street. 


Kid Connection 
Kid Connection, the Recreation Department's licensed pre-school located at the Muraco School 
was at full capacity. We appreciate the cooperation of the Muraco School staff as they have 
helped us along the way. In fall of 1999 this program will be relocated to the Carriage House at 
15A High Street 


Youth Center 

The Winchester Youth Center programs and services have grown beyond our wildest dreams. 
Starting in the fall of 1998 there are now two youth centers, one at the Parkhurst and the other at 
the Mystic School. Since McCall will be closed for two years, it was necessary to set up 
temporary youth center space in the Swing Space schools. A Peer training program teaches high 
school students to assist in the Youth Center as Center Aides. Two evening groups, Discover, for 
seventh and eighth graders and Focus, for high school students continue to flourish. Major fund- 
raisers were, the "Rock for Youth" and the "Ageless Follies" 


SUMMER PROGRAMS: 


Summer Adventure 

Enrollments held steady this past year with approximately 250 participants per session. There 
was a one-week session at the end of the season with three, two-week sessions in the beginning. 
A dedicated staff provided varied activities for children from ages 3 through 15. Full Day 
participants had their swimming lessons at Borggaard Beach. Tennis lessons took place five days 
a week at the Packer Courts. An extended day program offered both early morning and late 
afternoon hours, which meets the needs of working parents. The CIT program continues to be 
popular. Through the generosity of the ENKA Society, and the Winchester Police Relief 
Association, summer, opportunities were accessible to a great number of youths who did not 
have the resources necessary to participate. 


Tennis 

Over 1,200 passes were sold during the 1998 tennis season. The maintenance of the 15 Packer 
Tennis Courts continues to be our responsibility. Revenues from the sale of passes pays for 
tennis supervisors, maintenance and materials used at the courts. For the first time, The 
Winchester Indoor Tennis Center supervised and staffed the tennis lesson program. It was a great 
SUCCESS. 

Borggaard Beach 

The Beach was a popular place in spite of a summer of moderate temperatures and lots of rain. 
Beach memberships were down by approximately thirty percent. And, for the first time swim 
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lessons were not fully subscribed. Revenues are being used to offset the expenses for the 1998 
season. The beach is open to all and is a definite asset to the town. 


Field Rental 

The Recreation Department is responsible for assigning fields to various schools and town 
groups upon request. Fees are charged for the use of the field and an additional charge is 
assessed for use of the lights at Ginn Field. The revenues are used to pay the electric bill for Ginn 
Field and the administrative charges for personnel working on this project. 


Community Gardens 
A small number of garden plots are available to town residents. Located near the Westside Fire 
station, this area is a source of joy and produce to those who rent the plots.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


Aberjona River 

Following the heavy flooding along the Aberjona River in June of 1998, questions were asked 
about the environmental impact on the banks of the Aberjona and upon property of the residents 
who abut the river, because there are known hazardous waste sites upstream from the Town of 
Winchester. Through the cooperation of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and the 
Department of Environmental Protection soil samples were taken in the riverbed and along the 
banks of the river including residential property abutting the river. The result of the testing on the 
soil sediments and along the banks of the river was elevated levels of arsenic. This resulted in the 
posting of the river by the Board of Health. Most of the private properties tested showed 
relatively low levels of arsenic except for a few that were elevated. The owners were notified. 
The board of Health is collaborating with the Department of Environmental Protection and the 
Federal EPA to conduct further testing and to eventually take action in cleaning up the Aberjona 
River. The Board of Selectmen has appointed a committee to address the issue of contamination 
along the Aberjona River. The Board of Health is represented on the committee and will provide 
resources in this effort through MIT, DEP and the EPA. 


Cummingsville Sewer 

In 1998 it was brought the attention of the Health Department that the MWRA was planning to 
replace a current 10” sewer line in the town along Sylvester Avenue with a 36" line. The Board 
of Health was of the opinion that this increased size sewer line would cause increased 
surcharging of sewer lines such as we experienced during the two major storms in October 1997 
and June 1999. The Board of Health is collaborating in cooperation with other Departments 
within the town in bringing the message forward that this additional increased sewer line would 
cause an even greater public health nuisance that is being created now with the 10" line, such as 
surcharging manholes, sewerage backing into individual dwellings and businesses, and the 
Contamination of Ginn Field. The Board will continue its efforts in 1999. 


Animal Litter 

In 1998, the Board once again received a petition from over 200 residents of the town demanding 
that the Board take action regarding animal litter and the dog owners who should be responsible 
for removing the animal litter of their pet. As a result of the petition, the Board heard testimony 
from the residents asking for some type of relief. The Board sponsored an Article in the Spring 
Town Meeting Warrant, which included animal litter control and also fines for individuals who 
do not comply with the law. The Board hopes to eliminate the problem of animal litter from the 
streets and sidewalks of the town. 


Tools For Schools 

Tools for Schools is a program that was developed by the Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency to assist schools in locating environmental problems within their building through a 
team effort at the local school. The team effort involves appointing a group of interested 
teachers, staff, nurses, administrators and parents of the school. The team solicits comments from 
the staff of the school regarding their concerns with environmental problems within their specific 
school. The team evaluates the various comments and complaints that are recorded and seeks 
assistance from within and out of the school system in addressing these comments and 
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complaints. Each school would have its own committee. During 1998, the Health Department did 
receive support from school administrators, Superintendent of Schools and the School 
Committee to implement this program. The program will be implemented during 1999. 


Septic System Management Grant 

The Board of Health applied for and received a grant from the State entitled Septic System 
Management, which provides for low interest loans to individuals who have a failed septic 
system that would like to connect to the sewer system. This low interest betterment loan can be 
paid back over a 15-year period. The loan program was well received and five residents who 
were not connected to the town sewer system were able to do so through this grant program. The 
program will expire in 1999 and all funds available under the grant should be awarded by then. 


Tobacco Control 

With the passage of the Bylaw Amendment regarding smoking in public places, we have seen an 
increase in the number of businesses requesting information about areas within their business 
that are considered public places and no smoking is mandated. We have also received calls from 
businesses relative to providing smoke cessation programs for their businesses. With regard to 
the public buildings, the high school and the Middle School have been very active in enforcing 
the anti-smoking law by issuing citations and enforcement orders. When a student at the school 
is cited for smoking on school grounds, they are given the option of attending a smoke cessation 
program or being fined for smoking. We have had at least one student attend the smoke cessation 
program. Others are being handled through the court system. The program to date has been 
extremely successful and will continue in the future. More emphasis will be given on providing 
information to businesses regarding programs available to their employees to assist them.

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Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging is comprised of 11 members appointed by the Selectmen. Its mission is to 
identify the needs of Winchester's seniors and to meet those needs through programs, direct 
services, education and advocacy. The Council usually meets twice monthly. In 1998 Winchester 
Seniors represented 21.21% of the population or 4441 residents 60 years and older. The COA is 
the local agency of the municipal, state, regional and federal network designed to meet the needs 
of an aging population, The Department budget for 1997/98 was $141,304. By agreement 
between the Selectmen and the Winchester Seniors Association Trust, the COA operates out of 
the Jenks Senior Center, the focal point for senior activities in town 


Staff and Services 

The staff consists of an administrator, a licensed social worker, a licensed nurse, a financial 
counselor, an Elder Service corps friendly visitor, a secretary and many volunteers who help to 
implement the Council's programming. 


The COA social worker is available to all Winchester seniors and their families. She provides 
counseling as well as help in finding necessary community services which will improve the 
quality of life for seniors. She is available to assist seniors in their choice of a wide range of 
housing options and she oversees the handyman program which is available to seniors for small 
home repairs. In addition she works cooperatively with the Police Department promoting the 
Wanderers Alert Program, which has been very helpful for residents diagnosed with Alzheimer's 
disease. Monthly support group meetings are also held. One group is conducted for individuals 
with Parkinson's disease and the other is for seniors with Osteoporosis. The-COA social worker 
screens all requests from seniors for the Fletcher Fund, which is administered by the Selectmen. 
In total, the social worker served 322 seniors and families in 1998. 


The COA nurse provides short-term consultation to seniors and families in the community who 
are experiencing acute or chronic health problems and undergoing medical treatment. She assists 
with home care plans, identifies needed community resources and coordinates care with other 
agencies. She also manages the Medical Equipment Loan Program at the Jenks Center. Her 
position is part time and her caseload for 1998 was 112. 


Through a grant from the Office of Elder Affairs, the COA has a financial counselor on staff. He 
is available to meet by appointment for consultation with seniors. He also offers a number of 
educational programs having to do with the financial issues of retirement. With the approval of 
the Winchester Retirement Board, the financial planner organized retirement workshops for town 
employees this past year. 


Another valuable service comes from the SHINE Counselors whose specialty is health insurance. 
They are available to all seniors who need help in understanding health benefits. 

Bi-monthly meetings are held for educational and information sharing purposes by the 
Administrator of the Council on Aging for all area agencies serving Winchester Seniors. 
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Intergenerational Programs 

Seniors continue their interaction with the youth of Winchester. The children at the Kids 
Connection are frequent visitors at our Eating Together luncheons. The young people from the 
Muraco School also participate in luncheon visits. The eighth grade at the McCall School offers 
their services to seniors for raking and shoveling. Two of the most popular intergenerational 
programs continue with much success. They are the Ageless Follies and the Literary Lunch Club. 
The Follies are held every spring and are a cooperative venture between the Council on Aging 
and the Youth Center. All proceeds from this event go to the Youth Center coffers. The Literary 
Lunch is a monthly exchange between seniors and the students at the McCall Middle School. 
Books for reading are selected monthly by the McCall teachers and librarian. Over lunch, seniors 
and students vigorously discuss them. These are friendly and stimulating events, which are 
generously underwritten by the Winchester Cooperative Bank. The Bank also sponsored for 
seniors and youth an intergenerational holiday event called the "Festival of Life". 


Eating Together and Transportation 

The COA and Minuteman Home Care completed its 12th year of serving hot lunches to seniors 
three times a week at the Jenks Center. Daily attendance averages 35. Transportation is provided 
to enable seniors to get to these meals. Salter Health Care donates the van transportation two 
days a week. The third day is paid out of a grant given to the COA by the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs. 


Grants From The Executive Office of Elder Affairs 

The EOEA awarded to the COA $19446 through its formula grant these funds went for van 
transportation, continuing education, supplies for ET lunches, the Senior Newsletter, the 
financial counselor, and the Senior Issues Forum. Programs on spirituality were made possible 
through this grant. 


Future Concerns , 

The Council is eagerly awaiting decisions regarding the development of Winning Farm. It is 
anticipated that a variety of senior housing options will be available. The Council also awaits the 
action of the town Meeting in regard to the Senior Real Estate Abatement Program. The Council 
stands willing to assist in the development of that program should it be approved.

In 1998, approximately one thousand hours of Auxiliary Police services were committed 

to the Town of Winchester. Auxiliary officers duties include foot patrols and evening cruiser 
patrols with regular police officers as an integral part of our training program, as well as, town 
emergencies, traffic control assignments, Town Meetings, Memorial Day and other parades, 
Halloween, the Enka Fair, Town Day - evening fire works and crowd control. Auxiliary officers 
assisted at fires and accidents, which occurred throughout the year, as well as during weather 
related needs. 


A yearlong mandatory training and first aid program are in progress, which includes, CPR 
recertification. All new officers have completed, or are in the process of attending the 
Massachusetts Criminal Justice Council. Continual classroom training for all is conducted on a 
monthly basis and other necessary time requirements needed for qualifications and certifications. 
Instructors certified in their fields, are utilized from the regular and auxiliary police forces as 
trainers. They inform us of any changes in the law and department police procedures, conduct 
specialized sessions in motor vehicles stops, self-defense, domestic issues, crime scene security, 
and basic patrol procedures. These instructing officers are a tremendous asset to both 
departments, and ultimately to the Town of Winchester. 


My thanks to Chief Perritano and all the members of the Winchester Police Department, for their 
help, cooperation and assistance in our training program. Our objective is to have a strong, well- 
trained unit that is always ready to assist our regular Police Department in servicing the Town of 
Winchester.

The Department maintains a staff of: one Chief of Department, five Fire Captains, seven Fire 
Lieutenants, thirty-two Firefighters, and one Administrative Secretary. 


During 1998, Chief Charles R. McNutt retired from the Department after 36 years of dedicated 
service. Chief John F. Nash, a 23-year veteran of the Winchester Fire Department, succeeds him. 


Operations are housed in two locations; Central Station, located at 32 Mount Vernon Street, and 
West Side Station, located at 45 Lockeland Road. 


The Department staffs two fire pumpers (engines), one aerial ladder (truck), and one ambulance. 
These units operate 24 hours each day. Additionally, one engine and one ambulance are 
maintained in reserve and ready for service as periodic replacements or supplemental units as 
emergency conditions dictate. 


In order to ensure adequate response to all incidents within the community, Winchester 
participates in a system of mutual assistance and response with 34 communities in the 
metropolitan Boston area. This organization, known as Metrofire, coordinates the response of 
fire apparatus and ambulances between communities during large-scale fires and periods of 
increased activity.

Training Division 

The Department continues to expand the expertise of personnel with a comprehensive training 
program that encompasses all aspects of emergency services. 1998 marks the first complete year 
of fully coordinated emergency medical training, with all required medical training provided by 
the Fire Department. 


The Department continues to utilize the resources of the State Fire Academy to train new recruits 
and enhance the training to career Firefighters. Formal education is provided at State Colleges 


through the Department's Self Improvement Program. 


The efforts and cooperation of the Firefighters, to maintain a high level of proficiency and 
preparedness, is to be commended. 
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Fire Prevention Division 

The Fire Prevention Division is responsible for inspections, fire drills, permits, certifications, 
complaint investigations, building plan review, code enforcement, and public education. The 
Division continues to provide education and activities in the schools through the State funded 
SAFE (Student Awareness of Fire Education) Program. 


In order to improve the delivery of inspection services to the Town, an additional Lieutenant was 
assigned to the Fire Prevention Division during 1998.

Emergency Medical Services Division 

During 1998, the Department continued the utilization of cardiac defibrillators, epinephrine 
administration, and pulse oximetry to enhance the range of emergency medical treatment 
provided. Advanced Life Support (ALS) services continue to be provided in addition to the 
Department's Basic Life Support (BLS) program. 


Continued training and certification of 38 Firefighter EMT's (Emergency Medical Technicians) 
and 6 first responders has maintained an effective and efficient staff for the Department's 
delivery of ambulance service to the community. These Firefighters are to be commended for 
their continued dedication and commitment to maintaining the highest standards of emergency 
medical care. 


In 1998, the fire department ambulance responded to 1,451 calls for medical and fire related 
emergencies. Ambulance response to neighboring communities occurred on 32 occasions in 
accordance with mutual aid agreements. A total of 1,024 patients were treated and/or transported 
by fire department EMT's during 1998.

Fire Alarm Division 

The Fire Alarm Division, staffed by one Superintendent and one Lineman, who are Firefighters, 
test and maintain all fire alarm circuits within the town. Before the September opening of the 
schools, all fire alarm systems were inspected and tested. 
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The Division continued to replace and modernize both the underground and overhead cable 
systems to enhance service. These cables serve not only the transmission of fire alarms, but also 
link radio antennae, municipal security systems, and telephone communication. During 1998, 
18,800 feet of overhead cable and 2,700 feet of underground cable was installed throughout the 


town.

The mild winter season of 1998-1999 accounted for thirteen (13) plow able snowstorms with an 
accumulation of 54 1/2 inches of snow. Approximately 1850 tons of road salt and 1580 tons of 


sand were used throughout the winter season. 


Sealcoating, Inc. of Hingham resurfaced the following secondary roads: Lebanon Street, Webster

The Shade Tree Planting Program, which allows forty (40) homeowners to purchase trees for 
planting on the sidewalk borders of Winchester, produced twenty-one (21) new plantings. The 
program is through the Department of Public Works with volunteer help from Sandra Rodgers, 
who coordinates the purchase and planting. With State Grants, when they are available, and a 
volunteer program of purchasing shade trees, Winchester is committed to restoring our beautiful 
tree-lined streets of the past. 


The “Adopt An Island Program”, started in May, has been a great success thanks to the many 
Winchester landscape contractors who donated materials and labor necessary to complete and 
maintain the islands. The following landscape contractors participated: M & M Landscaping, J & 
J Landscaping, Eldco Landscaping, Perennial Landscaping, Grass Hopper Landscaping, 
Winchester Rubbish Removal, Winchester Country Club, Boston Tree Preservation, and Patty 
MacHewitt. 


The many field maintenance and improvement projects continue to be completed through the 
combined efforts of the Department of Public Works and the financial support of the Little 
League and Soccer Associations. The department continues to support municipal and school 
projects. During the past year, the Department of Public Works was involved with the 
landscaping project at the Winchester Public Library and the installation of the school 
playground equipment at the Vinson-Owen School. 


The downtown crosswalks replacement program was started in September, Work was suspended 
due to the weather, and will be resumed in the spring of 1999.

Water and Sewer 

A new 16” water main was installed in Washington Street from Forest Street to Mt. Vernon 
Street. This new installation now gives the town better water quality and flow for the Middle 
Low System. The existing 12' water main in Washington Street that had served the Middle Low 
System was transferred by means of water gates to serve the East High System. By doing this, 
seventeen (17) streets that run from Highland Avenue west to Washington Street that were dead 
ended are now looped to give the East High System better water quality and transmission. 


The Water Department installed 1500 feet of 8" water main with water services and hydrants in 
conjunction with the upgrading of the Cemetery. The “lead neck removal program” also 
continued.

Design Review Committee 


The Design Review Committee was first established in May 1982 as the Beautification Design 
Review Committee. Its work led to improvements in the Town center.

‘ BURGER KING- It was requested that the DRC review the proposed plans submitted by 
Burger King and a memo was produced listings recommendations for the site, the plantings, the 
building, lighting and so on. After a meeting with Burger King representatives, the 
recommendations were for the most part accepted and were part of the revised plan accepted by 
the Board of Selectmen. 


4 WINCHESTER MARKER- A stone and brick marker will welcome people and 
designate the center of Town through the generous gift of Ann Blackham and Company. It is to 
be placed across from Town Hall on the corner of Skillings Road and Mt. Vernon Street. Plans 
have been drawn up and approved with construction expected to begin in 1999. 


. NORTH MAIN STREET- A subcommittee has been established by the Planning Board 
to work on the streetscape for North Main Street. The DRC has two members representing the 
committee and some proposals are presently on the drawing board.

Section 1.47 Personal Wireless Service Facilities District. The Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities District (PWSFD) is herein established as an Overlay Zoning 
District within: Conservancy-Institutional Districts, solely on land owned by the 
Town of Winchester; Apartment House Residential Districts B; Limited Light 
Industrial Districts; General Business Districts; and Center Business Districts. The 
application of the PWSFD shall not restrict the uses allowed by right or special 
permit in the underlying zone. Properties within the PWSFD may apply for a special 
‘permit to establish and operate a Personal Wireless Services use consistent with 
Section 11 and the other applicable requirements of this By-Law.

Section 11 Special Regulations - Personal Wireless Service Facilities 


11.1 Purpose 


This Section is adopted for the authorization and regulation of the placement, 
construction, installation, modification, use, monitoring and removal of 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities and the protection of the general public 


from the impacts associated with Personal Wireless Service Facilities. It is the 
purpose of this By-Law to: 


a) preserve the character and appearance of the Town, including, but — 
not limited to, the scenic, historic, environmental and natural or — 
man-made resources of the Town, while simultaneously allowing 
adequate Personal Wireless Service Facilities to be developed; 


b) Minimize the adverse impact of Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
on adjacent properties and residential neighborhoods; 


c) provide procedures, standards and requirements for the 
authorization, regulation, placement, construction, installation, 


modification, use, monitoring, and removal of Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities; 
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d) minimize the overall number and height of such Facilities and 


promote shared use of existing Facilities to reduce the need for 
additional Facilities; and 


e) guide sound development while promoting the health, safety and 


general welfare of the Town of Winchester consistent with 
applicable federal law. 


In accordance with the requirements of 47 U.S.C. s332(c)(7)(B), and until 
these requirements are modified, amended or repealed, in regulating the 
placement, construction, installation, modification, use, monitoring and 
removal of Personal Wireless Service Facilities, the administration of this By- . 
Law shall not be undertaken in a manner which unreasonably discriminates 
among providers of Functionally Equivalent Services or prohibits or has the 
effect of prohibiting the provision of Personal Wireless Services. Furthermore, 
any decision to deny a request to place, construct, install, modify, and/or use 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be in writing and supported by 
substantial evidence contained in a written record. Furthermore, this By-Law 
may not regulate the placement, construction, installation, modification and/or 
use of Personal Wireless Service Facilities on the basis of the environmental 
effects of radio frequency emissions to the extent that such Facilities comply 


with the Federal Communications Commission's (the “FCC”) regulations 
concerning such emissions. | 


11.2. Applicability 


The provisions of other sections of this By-Law notwithstanding, the 
regulations and restrictions set forth herein shall apply to the placement, 
construction, installation, modification, monitoring and removal of Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities. No Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be 
placed, constructed, installed, or modified within the Town of Winchester on 
or after the date of enactment of this By-Law, except in accordance with the 
provisions of this Section 11. All Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall: 


a) be restricted solely to the PWSFD; 


b) require the issuance of a Special permit by the Board of Appeals as 
provided herein; and 


c) shall follow the site plan review process outlined in this By-Law. 


11.3 Exemptions. The following shall be exempt from the provisions of 
Section 11; 


a) Facilities used for non-commercial Town or State public safety 
purposes.

b) Facilities used by a conforming, federally licensed amateur radio 
used in accordance with said FCC license as protected by 
Massachusetts General Laws c.

amateur radio use must be removed upon loss or termination of said

for Personal Wireless Service Facilities is prohibited, except the use

Personal Wireless Service Facilities may not be located on a 
nonconforming building or structure, unless said building or 
structure first obtains any zoning relief necessary to extend, alter or 
change the building or structure in accordance with G.L. c.40A, sec.

If primary coverage (greater than 50%) from the proposed Personal 
Wireless Service Facility is outside of the Town of Winchester, then 
the Board of Appeals may decline the special permit, unless the 
applicant can show that it is unable to locate within the town which 
is primarily receiving service from the proposed Facility. 


Any applicant for a special permit for the placement, construction, 
installation or modification of a Personal Wireless Service Facility 
shall demonstrate to the Board of Appeals that the location of the 
proposed Facility complies with all of the requirements of this By- 
Law; that the size and height of the proposed Facility is the 
minimum necessary for its intended purpose using topographical 
advantage where possible; and furthermore, that the proposed 
Facility provides the least obtrusive visual impact based on 
commercially reasonably available technology. 


This Section 11 is intended to be used in conjunction with the other 
provisions of the Zoning By-Law, other regulations adopted by the 
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Town of Winchester, and other zoning and general By-Laws 
designed to encourage appropriate land use, environmental 
protection, preservation of Winchester’s residential character and 


the provision of adequate infrastructure development in

Antenna. The surface from which wireless radio signals are sent 
and received by a Personal Wireless Service Facility, including, but 
not limited to, cross-polarized (or dual polarized) antenna, 
omnidirectional (whip) antenna and panel antenna. 


A Personal Wireless Service Facility that is 
disguised, hidden, or is part of an existing or proposed structure in 
a visually unobtrusive manner is considered to be "camouflaged." 


Carrier. A company that provides Personal Wireless Services. 


Co-location. The use of a single mount on the ground by more than 
one Carrier (vertical Co-location) and/or several mounts on a 
building by more than one Carrier. 


Cross-polarized (or dual-polarized) antenna. A low mount that has 
three panels flush mounted or attached very close to the shaft. 


Elevation. The measurement of height above mean sea level, based 


upon United States Geological pane he (USGS) National Geodetic 
Vertical Datum of 1929. 


Environmental Assessment (EA). An EA is the document required 
by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) and the 
National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) when a Personal 
Wireless Service Facility is placed in certain designated areas. 


Equipment Shelter. An enclosed structure, cabinet, shed or box at 


the base of the mount within which are housed batteries and 
electrical equipment. 


Functionally Equivalent Services. Cellular, Personal 


Communication Services (PCS), Enhanced Specialized Mobile 
Radio, Specialized Mobile Radio and Paging. 
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k) Guyed Tower. A lattice tower that is tied to the ground or other

Height. The height of a Facility is the vertical distance measured 
from the highest point of the Facility to the base of the Facility; as 
to a ground mounted Facility, the “base of the Facility” shall be at 
the point of its intersection with the ground; as to a roof mounted 


Facility, the “base of the Facility” shall be at the point of its 
installation to the roof. 


m) Lattice Tower. A type of mount that is self-supporting with

multiple legs and crossbracing of structural steel. 


Licensed Carrier. A company authorized by the FCC to construct 
and operate a commercial mobile radio service system. 


Monopole. The type of mount that is self-supporting with a single 


shaft of wood, steel or concrete and a platform (or racks) for 
antennas. 


Mount. The structure or surface upon which antennas are 
mounted, including the following four types of mounts: (1) roof- 
mounted: mounted on the roof of a building; (2) side-mounted: 
mounted on the side of a building; (3) ground-mounted: mounted 


on the ground; (4) structure-mounted: mounted on a structure 
other than a building. 


Omnidirectional (whip) antenna. A thin rod that beams and 
receives a signal in all directions. 


Panel Antenna. A flat surface antenna, usually developed in 
multiples. 


PCS. Personal Communications Services. These are broadband 
radiowave systems that operate at radio frequencies authorized by 
the Federal Communications Act of 1996, as amended (the 
“Telecommunications Act”). 


Personal Wireless Services. Wireless telecommunications services 
regulated by the Federal Communications Commission (‘FCC”) 
and defined as “Personal Wireless Services” in Section 704 or other 
sections of the Telecommunications Act: by way of example, but not 
limitation, commercial mobile radio services, unlicensed wireless 
services, and common Carrier wireless exchange access services. 
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u) Personal Wireless Service Facility (Facility or Facilities). Facilities 
for the provision of Personal Wireless Services. Such Facilities, may 
by way of example, include, but are not limited to: transmitting and 
receiving equipment; towers; poles; antennas; antenna structures 
and supports; and other equipment, Equipment Shelter, structures 


and installations accessory to such Facilities. Hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as "Facility." 


v) Radiofrequency (RF) Engineer. An engineer specializing in electric 
or microwave engineering, especially the study of radio frequencies. 


w) Radiofrequency Radiation (RFR). The emissions from Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities. | 


x) Scenic View Points. Site lines of scenic, historic, environmental and 
natural or man-made resources as designated from time to time 
filed by the Board of Appeals as being of particular importance to 
the preservation of the character and appearance of the Town: from 
time to time, the Board of Appeals shall file a then current list of the 
Scenic View Points with the Zoning Enforcement Officer. 


y) Security Barrier. A locked, impenetrable wall, fence or berm that 
completely seals an area from unauthorized entry or trespass. 


z) Utility. A system of wires or conductors and supporting structures 
that functions in the transmission of electrical energy or 
communication services (both audio and video) between generating 


stations, sub-stations, and transmission lines or other utility 
services. 


11.7 Location 


Applicants seeking approval for Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall 
comply with the following: 


a) If feasible, Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be located on 
existing structures, including but not limited to buildings, existing 
telecommunications Facilities, Monopoles, and related Facilities, — 
provided that such installation preserves the character and integrity 
of those structures. The applicant shall have the burden of proving 
that there are no feasible existing structures upon which to locate. 


b) In addition to and without limitation of the other provisions of this 
Section 11, if feasible, applicants shall seek to locate Monopoles at 
the following locations (which are ranked in order of preference): 
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1. adjacent to existing Monopoles; 


On Town lands and preexisting structures where visual 
impact can be minimized; and 


distant from higher density residential properties where 
Visual impact can be minimized. 


11.8 Dimensional Requirements 


Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall comply with the following 
requirements: 


11.8.1 Height

Height, Ground-Mounted Facilities. The maximum height of a 


ground mounted Personal Wireless Service Facility shall not exceed 
one hundred (100) feet. 


Height, Roof-Mounted Facilities. Roof-mounted Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities shall not project more than fifteen (15) feet above 
the height of the building or structure on which they are mounted 
nor project more than fifteen (15) feet above the height limit of the 
zoning district within which the Facility is located, whichever is less. 


Height, Side-Mounted Facilities. Side-mounted Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities shall not project above the parapet of the building 
or top of any wall or structure on which they are mounted. 


11.8.2 Extensions from Walls

Extensions Beyond the Face of Walls, Side and Roof-Mounted 
Facilities. Side and roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service 
Facilities shall not extend beyond the face of any wall, or exterior 
surface in the case of a building or structure that does not have 
walls, by more than eighteen (18) inches. 


Extensions Below the Top of Walls, Side and Roof-Mounted 
Facilities, Multi-Story. Side and roof-mounted Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities shall not extend below the top of any wall, or 
exterior surface in the case of structures that do not have walls, by 
more than four (4) feet as to any two (2) story building or structure 
or by more than eight (8) feet as to any building or structure of 
three (3) or more stories. 
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11.8.3 Setbacks 


a) Setbacks, Ground-Mounted. The minimum distance from the base 
of any ground-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facility to any 
property line shall be 2.5 x the height of the Facility/mount, 
including any antennas or other appurtenances from the property 
line. In addition, a minimum setback of 300 feet from any habitable 
dwelling or business is required. 


b) Setbacks, Preexisting Structures. In the event that a structure is 
proposed as a Mount for a Personal Wireless Service Facility, the 
setback provisions of the underlying zoning district shall apply. In 

the case of preexisting, non-conforming structures, Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities and their Equipment Shelters shall not 
increase any non-conformities unless the necessary zoning relief to 
extend, alter or change the building or structure in accordance with 
G.L. c.40A, sec. 6 and Section 3.45 of this By-Law has been issued. 


11.8.4 Surface Area 


Roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall not individually 
or in the aggregate have a front surface area facing surrounding streets 
and adjacent properties that exceeds fifty (50) square feet in area. 


11.8.5 Flexibility 


In reviewing a special permit application for a Personal Wireless 
Service Facility, the Board of Appeals may reduce the required setback 
distance of the zoning district by as much as 50% of the required 
distance, if it finds that a substantially better design will result from 
such reduction. In making such a finding, the Board of Appeals shall 
consider the visual and, to the extent permitted under the 
Telecommunications Act, the safety impacts of the proposed use. 


11.9 Design Standards 


Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be designed so as to be 
camouflaged to the greatest extent possible, including but not limited 
to: use of compatible building materials and colors, screening, 
landscaping, with natural and/or artificial plantings (as indicated 
through site plan review), and placement within trees. 


11.9.1 Camouflage by Buildings or Structures 
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a) Camouflaging, Roof-Mounted. When a Personal Wireless Service 
Facility extends above the roof height of a building on which it is 
mounted, every reasonable effort shall be made to conceal the 
Facility within or behind the architectural features of the building 
to limit its visibility from public ways. Facilities mounted on a roof 


shall be stepped back from the parapet in order to limit their visual 
impact from the ground. 


b) Camouflaging, Side-Mounted. Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
which are side-mounted shall blend with the building's architecture 
and, if over 5 square feet, shall be shielded with material which is 
- consistent with the design features and materials of the building. 


11.9.2 Camouflage by Vegetation 


If Personal Wireless Service Facilities are not camouflaged from public 
viewing areas by the architectural features of buildings or structures, 
they shall be surrounded by buffers of dense tree growth and 
understory vegetation in all directions to create an effective year-round 
visual buffer. Ground-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
shall provide a year-round vertical evergreen vegetated buffer of 50 
feet, or 75% of the overall height of the structure, in all directions, 
whichever is less. Trees and vegetation may be existent on the subject 
property or installed as part of the proposed Facility or a combination 


of both. Vegetation should be natural in appearance and consistent 
with surroundings. 


11.9.3 Color 


a) Personal Wireless Service Facilities which are side-mounted on 
buildings shall be painted or constructed of materials to match the 
color of the building material directly behind them. 


b) To the extent that any Personal Wireless Service Facilities extend 
above the height of the building and the vegetation immediately 
surrounding it, they shall be painted in a light gray or light blue 
hue, or other suitable color, which blends with sky and clouds, or 
otherwise creates the greatest camouflage effect. 


11.10 Equipment Shelters 


Equipment Shelters for Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be designed 
consistent with one of the following design standards: 
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a) Equipment Shelters must be located in underground vaults when 
reasonably practicable; 


b) Equipment Shelters must be designed consistent with traditional 
materials, color and design of the area; and 


c) Equipment Shelters must be camouflaged behind an effective year- 
round landscape buffer, equal to the height of the proposed 


building, and /or wooden fence acceptable to the permitting 
authority. 


11.11 Lighting, Signage and Security 


a) Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be lighted only if required 
by the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting of 


Equipment Shelters and any other Facilities on site shall be shielded 
from abutting properties. 


b) Signs shall be limited to those needed to identify the property and 


the owner and warn of any danger. All signs are subject to review 
by the Board of Appeals. 


c) All ground mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be 
surrounded by a Security Barrier. 


11.12 Historic Buildings 


a) Any Personal Wireless Service Facilities located on a structure listed 
on the National Register of Historic Places (“Historic Structure”) 
shall not materially alter the character-defining features, distinctive 


construction methods, or original historic materials of the Historic 
Structure. | 


b) Any alteration made to an Historic Structure to accommodate a 
Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be fully reversible. 


11.13 Noise Standards 


a) Facilities shall comply, to the extent not in violation of the 
Telecommunications Act, with the noise regulations under 310 
CMR 7.10 enacted pursuant to MGL c. 111, section 142B and 142D, 
as amended from time to time. Failure to comply with such noise 
regulations may result in a revocation of the special permit. 
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b) After the Personal Wireless Service Facility is in operation, the 


applicant shall submit to the Zoning Enforcement Officer, within 90 
days of the beginning of operations, current measurements of 
acoustic noise from the Personal Wireless Service Facility. Such 
measurements shall be certified and signed by an acoustical 
engineer, stating that noise measurements are accurate and meet 
the noise standards of sub-section 11.13a of this By-Law. 


- 11.14 Radiofrequency Radiation (RFR) Standards 


All equipment proposed for a Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be 
authorized pursuant to the FCC Guidelines for Evaluating the Environmental 
Effects of Radiofrequency Radiation (FCC Guidelines) or any other applicable 
FCC guidelines and regulations. Failure to comply with the FCC Guidelines 
may result in a revocation of the special permit. | 


11.15 Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA). 


The Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) for Personal Wireless Service 
Facilities shall be the Board of Appeals. 


11.16 Application Filing Requirements 


11.16.1 General Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special permit 
for all Personal Wireless Service Facilities:

Name, address and telephone number of applicant and any co- 
applicants as well as any agents for the applicant or co-applicants, 
A 24-hour emergency telephone contact number shall be included 
for use during construction as well as operation of a Personal 
Wireless Service Facility. 


Every application for a Personal Wireless Service Facility special 
permit shall include the owner of the subject property and at least 
one Licensed Carrier as an applicant or a co-applicant. 


Original signatures are required for the applicant and all co- 
applicants applying for the special permit. If the applicant or co- 
applicant will be represented by an agent, an original signature 
authorizing the agent to represent the applicant and/or co-applicant 
is required. Photo reproductions of signatures will not be accepted. 


11.16.2 Location Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 
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The following shall be included with an application for a special permit 
. for all Personal Wireless Facilities: 


a) Identify the subject property by including the name of the nearest 
road or roads and the street address, if any, and Assessors Map and 
Parcel number of the subject property. 


b) A Town Engineer’s map to scale showing the subject property and 
all properties within 300 feet and the location of all buildings, 
including accessory structures, on all properties shown. 


c) If the FCC requires that an EA be filed with the FCC prior to 


beginning operations of the subject Facility, a copy of the EA shall 
be submitted with the application. 


d) A listing of the location, type and amount (including trace elements) 
of any materials proposed for use within the Personal Wireless 


Service Facility that are considered hazardous by the federal, state 
or local government. 


11.16.3 Additional Location Filing Requirements Applicable to 
Monopoles and Other Facilities in Excess of Fifteen (15) Feet in Height 


In addition to the Location Filing Requirements under 11.16.2 above, 
an application for a special permit in connection with a Monopole or 
another Facility in excess of fifteen (15) feet in height shall include a 
map showing the other preexisting and approved Personal Wireless 


Service Facilities in Winchester and outside Winchester within one mile 
of its boundary. 


11.16.4 Siting Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special permit 
for all Personal Wireless pErvice Facilities: 


a) A one-inch-equals-40 feet or stlter suitable scale vicinity plan 
showing the following: 


1. Property lines for the subject property. 


2. Proposed location of antenna, mount and equipment 
Shelter(s). 
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All proposed changes to the existing property, including 


grading, vegetation removal and temporary or permanent 
roads and driveways. 


Representations, dimensioned and to scale, of the proposed 
Mount, Antennas, Equipment Shelters, cable runs, parking 
areas and any other construction or development attendant 
to the Personal Wireless Service Facility. 


Location of all conservation lands, easements and wetlands 


on the subject property and on all properties adjacent to the 
subject property. 


b) Sight lines and photographs as described below: 


1. Sight line representation. A sight line drawn to the highest 
point of the Personal Wireless Service Facility representing 
the viewpoint (point from which view is taken) and visible 
point (point being viewed) shall be provided for any Scenic 
View Points as determined by the Board of Appeals.

a) Licensed Carriers shall share Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
and sites where feasible and appropriate, thereby reducing the 
number of Personal Wireless Service Facilities that are stand-alone 
Facilities. All applicants for a special permit for a Personal Wireless 
Service Facility shall demonstrate a good faith effort to co-locate 
with other Carriers. Such good faith effort includes: 


1. A survey of all existing structures that may be feasible sites 
for co-locating Personal Wireless Service Facilities; 
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2. Contact with all other Licensed Carriers for Personal 
Communications Services operating in cities and towns 
bordering on Winchester; and 


3. Providing information necessary to determine if Co-location

The Board of Appeals may require the applicant to retain 
a technical expert in the field of RF engineering and/or a structural 
engineer to verify and certify to the Board of Appeals whether Co- 
location at the site is not feasible or is feasible given the design 
configuration most accommodating to Co-location. The cost for 
such a technical expert will be at the expense of the applicant. The 
Board of Appeals may deny a special permit to an applicant who 
has not demonstrated a good faith effort to provide for Co-location. 


If the applicant does intend to co-locate or to permit Co-location, 
the Board of Appeals shall request drawings and studies which 
show the ultimate appearance and operation of the Personal 
Wireless Service Facility at full build-out.

A Personal Wireless Service Facility may locate as of right on any 
Monopole for which a special permit issued under this By-Law is in 
effect, provided that the new Facility shall not exceed the terms and 
conditions of the special permit in effect for the existing Facility on 
which it is to be located. 


Monitoring and Maintenance

After the Facility is in operation, the applicant shall submit to the 
Zoning Enforcement Officer, within 90 days of beginning 
operations, current RFR measurements.

11.19 Change of Ownership, Abandonment or Discontinuation of Use

operations, such notice shall be given no less than 30 days prior to 
transfer of ownership or abandonment or discontinuation of 
operations. Without limitation of Section 11.19d) below, as to 
abandonment or discontinuation of operations, if a Licensed Carrier 
fails to give such notice, the Personal Wireless Service Facility shall 
be considered abandoned upon discontinuation of operations. 


Upon abandonment or discontinuation of use, the Licensed Carrier 
shall physically remove the Personal Wireless Service Facility within 
90 days from the date of abandonment or discontinuation of use. 
"Physically remove" shall include, but not be limited to: | 


1. Removal of antennas, mount, Equipment Shelters and 
Security Barriers from the subject property. 


Proper disposal of the waste materials from the site in 


accordance with local and state solid waste disposal. 
regulations. 


Restoring the location of the Personal Wireless Service 
Facility to its natural condition, except that any landscaping 
and grading shall remain in the after-condition. 


As a condition of any special permit for the placement, construction, 
installation or modification of a Monopole or other Facilities in 
excess of fifteen (15) feet in height, the Board of Appeals shall 
require a performance bond prior to the issuance of a building 
permit to cover the costs. of removing the Facility from the subject 
property; the Board of Appeals may require or waive said bonding 


requirement in connection with a special permit for any other 
Facility. 
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d) A Facility shall be deemed to be abandoned or discontinued if the 
FCC license for the Facility has expired or has been terminated or if 
it has not been used for the purpose for which it was originally 
constructed for a period of six (6) months or more. Once 
abandonment or discontinuance has occurred, the applicant or co- 
applicant shall remove the Facility from the subject property within 
ninety (90) days. In the event that the applicant or co-applicant 
fails to remove the Facility, the Town may, upon thirty (30) days’ 
notice to the applicant or co-applicant remove the Facility at the 
sole cost and expense of the applicant or co-applicant. Nothing 
contained herein shall be deemed to create any obligation on the 
part of the Town to remove or cause others to remove the Facility. 
The applicant or co-applicant shall authorize and, as necessary, 
shall obtain the authorization of the owner of the property to allow 
the Town to enter upon the subject property to remove the Facility, 


if the applicant or co-applicant fails to remove the Facility when it 
has been abandoned or discontinued. 


11.20 Reconstruction or Replacement of Preexisting Nonconforming Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities 


Personal Wireless Service Facilities that were lawfully in existence at the time 
of adoption of this By-Law may be reconstructed, altered, extended or 
replaced by special permit, provided that the Board of Appeals finds that such 
reconstruction, alteration, extension or replacement will not be substantially 
more detrimental to the neighborhood and/or the Town than the preexisting, 
non-conforming structure. In making such a determination, the Board of 
Appeals shall consider whether the proposed reconstruction, alteration, 
extension or replacement will create public benefits such as opportunities for 


Co-location, improvements in public safety, and/or reduction in visual and 
environmental impacts. 


11.21 Performance Guarantees 


Insurance in a reasonable amount determined and approved by the Board of 
Appeals after consultation at the expense of the applicant with one (1) or more 
insurance companies shall be in force to cover damage from the structure, 
damage from transmissions and other site liabilities. Annual proof of said 
insurance shall be filed with the Zoning Enforcement Officer. 


11.22 Term of Special Permit 


A special permit issued for any Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be good 
for five (5) years and the special permit may be renewed under the same 
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criteria as the original special permit, provided that the application for 
_ renewal of the special permit is made prior to the expiration date of the 
original or any renewed special permit. Additional measures governing the 


administration of the special permit are found in this By-Law, Section 8, 
Administration and Enforcement. 


11.23 Severability. 


The provisions of this Article are severable and the invalidity of any section or 
provision of this Article shall not invalidate any other section or provision 
thereofor take any other action in relation thereto.

Section 11 Special Regulations - Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
11.1 Purpose 
This Section is adopted for the authorization and regulation of the placement, 
construction, installation, modification, use, monitoring and removal of Personal 


Wireless Service Facilities and the protection of the general public from the impacts 


associated with Personal Wireless Service Facilities. It is the purpose of this By- 
Law to: 
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a) preserve the character and appearance of the Town, including, but not 
limited to, the scenic, historic, environmental and natural or man-made 
resources of the Town, while simultaneously allowing adequate Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities to be developed; 


b) Minimize the adverse impact of Personal Wireless Service Facilities on 
adjacent properties and residential neighborhoods; 


c) provide procedures, standards and requirements for the authorization, 
regulation, placement, construction, installation, modification, use, 
monitoring, and removal of Personal Wireless Service Facilities; 


d) minimize the overall number and height of such Facilities and promote 


Shared use of existing Facilities to reduce the need for additional 
Facilities; and 


e) guide sound development while promoting the health, safety and general 


welfare of the Town of Winchester consistent with applicable federal 
law. 


In accordance with the requirements of 47 U.S.C. s332(c)(7)(B), and until these 
requirements are modified, amended or repealed, in regulating the placement, 
construction, installation, modification, use, monitoring and removal of Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities, the administration of this By-Law shall not be 
undertaken in a manner which unreasonably discriminates among providers of 
Functionally Equivalent Services or prohibits or has the effect of prohibiting the 
provision of Personal Wireless Services. Furthermore, any decision to deny a 
request to place, construct, install, modify, and/or use Personal Wireless Service 
_ Facilities shall be in writing and supported by substantial evidence contained in a 
written record. Furthermore, this By-Law may not regulate the placement, 
construction, installation, modification and/or use of Personal Wireless Service 
Facilities on the basis of the environmental effects of radio frequency emissions to 
the extent that such Facilities comply with the Federal Communications 
Commission's (the “FCC”) regulations concerning such emissions. 


11.2 Applicability 


~~ The provisions of other sections of this By-Law notwithstanding, the regulations 
and restrictions set forth herein shall apply to the placement, construction, 
installation, modification, monitoring and removal of Personal Wireless Service 
Facilities. No Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be placed, constructed, 
installed, or modified within the Town of Winchester on or after the date of 
enactment of this By-Law, except in accordance with the provisions of this Section 
11. All Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall: 
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a) be restricted solely to the PWSFD; 


- b) require the issuance of a Special permit by the Board of Appeals as 
provided herein; and 


c) shall follow the site plan review process outlined in this By-Law. 


11.3 Exemptions. The following shall be exempt from the provisions of 
Section 11: 


a) Facilities used for non-commercial Town or State public safety purposes. 


b) Facilities used by a conforming, federally licensed amateur radio used in 
accordance with said FCC license as protected by Massachusetts General 
Laws c. 40A, sec 3, provided that (i) any such Facility is not used or 
licensed for any commercial purpose; and (ii) any Mount used in 
connection with said federally licensed amateur radio use must be 
removed upon loss or termination of said FCC license. 


c) Television antennas, including so-called dish antennas which are subject 


to other sections of this By-Law, including, but not limited to Sections 
4.54.1 and 4.54.2 


d) Licensed commercial mobile radio services primarily used in support of 
the licensee’s own business purpose, provided that (i) such services are 
not used as a dispatching or communication service for third parties and 
(ii) any Facilities used in connection therewith may not exceed the 
maximum height allowed under 11.8.1 b. and c: by way of example, but 
not limitation, exempt commercial mobile radio services would include 
such services used by a taxi or limousine company to communicate with 
its vehicles and repair, service, delivery, towing and fuel delivery 
companies to communicate with their respective vehicles. 


e) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Section 11, 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities installed wholly within and not 
protruding from the interior space of an existing structure, excluding 
buildings used for residential use, (except in the Apartment House 

~ Residential Districts B), shall be allowed as of right in all Districts, 
subject to all other applicable by-laws and regulations of the Town and 
the following subsections of this Section 11: 11.13, 11.14 and 11.16.1. 


11.4 Prohibitions 
a) Lattice style towers, guyed towers and other Facilities requiring three or 
more legs and/or guy wires for support shall not be allowed. 
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b) Advertising signs shall not be allowed. Other signs shall not be allowed, 
except in accordance with the other provisions of this By-Law. 


c) Fences using razor wire or barbed wire or similar types shall not be 
allowed. 


d) The use of telephone and electric utility poles and structures as sites for 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities is prohibited, except the use of 
electric utility transmission towers for which a special permit issued 
under this By-Law is in effect shall be allowed, provided that any new 
Facility shall not exceed the terms and conditions of the special permit in 
effect for the existing Facility on which it is to be located. 


e) Personal Wireless Service Facilities may not be located on a 
nonconforming building or structure, unless said building or structure 
first obtains any zoning relief necessary to extend, alter or change the 
building or structure in accordance with G.L. c.40A, sec. 6 and the 
requirements of this Section 11 are satisfied. 


f) Personal Wireless Service Facilities are prohibited in the Conservancy- 


Institutional Districts, except on buildings or structures owned by the 
Town of Winchester. 


g) Monopoles and other Personal Wireless Service Facilities in excess of 


fifteen (15) feet in height are prohibited, except in the Limited Light 
Industrial Districts. 


h) Side and roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall not be 
allowed on a building or structure of less than two stories. 


11.5 Regulations 


a) If primary coverage (greater than 50%) from the proposed Personal 
Wireless Service Facility is outside of the Town of Winchester, then the 
Board of Appeals may decline the special permit, unless the applicant can 
show that it is unable to locate within the town on is primarily 
receiving service from the proposed Facility. 
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Any applicant for a special permit for the placement, construction, 
installation or modification of a Personal Wireless Service Facility shall 
demonstrate to the Board of Appeals that the location of the proposed 
Facility complies with all of the requirements of this By-Law; that the 
size and height of the proposed Facility is the minimum necessary for its 
intended purpose using topographical advantage where possible; and 
furthermore, that the proposed Facility provides the least obtrusive visual 
impact based on commercially reasonably available technology. 


This Section 11 is intended to be used in conjunction with the other 
provisions of the Zoning By-Law, other regulations adopted by the 
Town of Winchester, and other zoning and general By-Laws designed to 
encourage appropriate land use, environmental protection, preservation 
of Winchester’s residential character and the provision of adequate 
infrastructure development in Winchester.

Antenna. The surface from which wireless radio signals are sent and 
received by a Personal Wireless Service Facility, including, but not 
limited to, cross-polarized (or dual polarized) antenna, 
omnidirectional (whip) antenna and panel antenna. 


Camouflaged. A Personal Wireless Service Facility that is disguised, 
hidden, or is part of an existing or proposed structure in a visually 
unobtrusive manner is considered “camouflaged”. 


Carrier. A company that provides Personal Wireless Services. 


Co-location. The use of a single mount on the ground by more than 
one Carrier (vertical Co-location) and/or several mounts on a 
building by more than one Carrier. 


Cross-polarized (or dual-polarized) antenna. A low mount that has 
three panels flush mounted or attached very close to the shaft. 


Elevation. The measurement of height above mean sea level, based 


upon United States Geological Surveys’ (USGS) National Geodetic 
Vertical Datum of 1929. | 


Environmental Assessment (EA). An EA is the document required 
by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) and the National 
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Environmental Policy Act (NEPA) when a Personal Wireless Service 
Facility is placed in certain designated areas. 


Equipment Shelter. An enclosed structure, cabinet, shed or box at 


the base of the mount within which are housed batteries and electrical 
equipment. 


Functionally Equivalent Services. Cellular, Personal Communication 
Services (PCS), Enhanced Specialized Mobile Radio, Specialized 
Mobile Radio and Paging. 


Guyed Tower. A lattice tower that is tied to the ground or other 
surface by diagonal cables. 


Height. The height of a Facility is the vertical distance measured 
from the highest point of the Facility to the base of the Facility; as to 
a ground mounted Facility, the “base of the Facility” shall be at the 
point of its intersection with the ground; as to a roof mounted 


Facility, the “base of the Facility” shall be at the point of its 
installation to the roof. 


Lattice Tower. A type of mount that is self-supporting with multiple 
legs and crossbracing of structural steel. 


Licensed Carrier. A company authorized by the FCC to construct 
and operate a commercial mobile radio service system. 


Monopole. The type of mount that is self-supporting with a single 
shaft of wood, steel or concrete and a platform (or racks) for 
antennas. 


Mount. The structure or surface upon which antennas are mounted, 
including the following four types of mounts: (1) roof-mounted: 
mounted on the roof of a building; (2) side-mounted: mounted on the 
side of a building; (3) ground-mounted: mounted on the ground; (4) 
structure-mounted: mounted on a structure other than a building. 


Omnidirectional (whip) antenna. A thin rod that beams and receives 
a signal in all directions. 


Panel Antenna. A flat surface antenna, usually developed in 
multiples. 


PCS. Personal Communications Services. These are broadband 
radiowave systems that operate at radio frequencies authorized by 
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the Federal Communications Act of 1996, as amended (the 
“Telecommunications Act”). 


s) Personal Wireless Services. Wireless telecommunications services 
regulated by the Federal Communications Commission (“FCC”) and 
defined as “Personal Wireless Services” in Section 704 or other 
sections of the Telecommunications Act: by way of example, but not 
limitation, commercial mobile radio services, unlicensed wireless 
services, and common Carrier wireless exchange access services. 


t) Personal Wireless Service Facility (Facility or Facilities). Facilities 
for the provision of Personal Wireless Services. Such Facilities, may 
by way of example, include, but are not limited to: transmitting and 
receiving equipment; towers; poles; antennas; antenna structures and 
supports; and other equipment, Equipment Shelter, structures and 


installations accessory to such Facilities. Hereinafter sometimes 
referred to as "Facility." 


u) Radiofrequency (RF) Engineer. An engineer specializing in electric 
Or microwave engineering, especially the study of radio frequencies. 


v) Radiofrequency Radiation (RFR). The emissions from Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities. 


Ww) Scenic View Points. Site lines of scenic, historic, environmental and | 
natural or man-made resources as designated from time to time filed 
by the Board of Appeals as being of particular importance to the 
preservation of the character and appearance of the Town: from time 
to time, the Board of Appeals shall file a then current list of the 
Scenic View Points with the Zoning Enforcement Officer. 


x) Security Barrier. A locked, impenetrable wall, fence or berm that 
completely seals an area from unauthorized entry or trespass. 


y) Utility. A system of wires or conductors and supporting structures 
that functions in the transmission of electrical energy or 


communication services (both audio and video) between generating 
stations, sub-stations, and transmission lines or other utility services. 


11.7 Location 


Applicants seeking approval for Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall comply 
with the following: 
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a) If feasible, Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be located on 
existing structures, including but not limited to buildings, existing 
telecommunications Facilities, Monopoles, and related Facilities, 
provided that such installation preserves the character and integrity of 
those structures. The applicant shall have the burden of proving that 
there are no feasible existing structures upon which to locate. 

b) In addition to and without limitation of the other provisions of this 

Section 11, if feasible, applicants shall seek to locate Monopoles at the 

following locations (which are ranked in order of preference): 


1. adjacent to existing Monopoles; 


2. On Town lands and preexisting structures where visual impact 


can be minimized; and 


3. distant from higher density residential properties where visual 
impact can be minimized. 


11.8 Dimensional Requirements 


Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall comply with the following requirements: 


11.8.1 Height 


a) Height, Ground-Mounted Facilities. The maximum height of a ground 


mounted Personal Wireless Service Facility shall not exceed one hundred 
(100) feet. 


b) Height, Roof-Mounted Facilities. Roof-mounted Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities shall not project more than fifteen (15) feet above the 
height of the building or structure on which they are mounted nor project 
more than fifteen (15) feet above the height limit of the zoning district 
within which the Facility is located, whichever is less. 


c) Height, Side-Mounted Facilities. Side-mounted Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities shall not project above the parapet of the building or 
top of any wall or structure on which they are mounted. 


11.8.2 Extensions from Walls 
a) Extensions Beyond the Face of Walls, Side and Roof-Mounted Facilities. 


Side and roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall not 
extend beyond the face of any wall, or exterior surface in the case of a 
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building or structure that does not have walls, by more than eighteen 
(18) inches: 


b) Extensions Below the Top of Walls, Side and Roof-Mounted Facilities, 
Multi-Story. Side and roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
shall not extend below the top of any wall, or exterior surface in the case 
of structures that do not have walls, by more than four (4) feet as to any 
two (2) story building or structure or by more than eight (8) feet as to 
any building or structure of three (3) or more stories. 


11.8.3 Setbacks 


a) Setbacks, Ground-Mounted. The minimum distance from the base of any 
ground-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facility to any property line 
shall be 2.5 x the height of the Facility/mount, including any antennas or 
other appurtenances from the property line. In addition, a minimum 
setback of 300 feet from any habitable dwelling or business is required. 


b) Setbacks, Preexisting Structures. In the event that a structure is 
proposed as a Mount for a Personal Wireless Service Facility, the © 
setback provisions of the underlying zoning district shall apply. In the 
case of preexisting, non-conforming structures, Personal Wireless 
Service Facilities and their Equipment Shelters shall not increase any 
non-conformities unless the necessary zoning relief to extend, alter or 


change the building or structure in accordance with G.L. c.40A, sec. 6 
and Section 3.45 of this By-Law has been issued. 


11.8.4 Surface Area 


Roof-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall not individually or in 
the aggregate have a front surface area facing surrounding streets and 
adjacent properties that exceeds fifty (50) square feet in area. 


11.8.5 Flexibility 


In reviewing a special permit application for a Personal Wireless Service 
Facility, the Board of Appeals may reduce the required setback distance of 
the zoning district by as much as 50% of the required distance, if it finds that 
a substantially better design will result from such reduction. In making such 
a finding, the Board of Appeals shall consider the visual and, to the extent 


permitted under the Telecommunications Act, the safety impacts of the 
proposed use. 


11.9 Design Standards 
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Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be designed so as to be 
camouflaged to the greatest extent possible, including but not limited 
to: use of compatible building materials and colors, screening, 
landscaping, with natural and/or artificial plantings (as indicated 
through site plan review), and placement within trees. 


11.9.1 Camouflage by Buildings or Structures 


a) Camouflaging, Roof-Mounted.. When a Personal Wireless Service 
_ Facility extends above the roof height of a building on which it is 
mounted, every reasonable effort shall be made to conceal the Facility 
within or behind the architectural features of the building to limit its 
visibility from public ways. Facilities mounted on a roof shall be stepped 


back from the parapet in order to limit their visual impact from the 
ground. 


b) Camouflaging, Side-Mounted. Personal Wireless Service Facilities 
which are side-mounted shall blend with the building's architecture and, if 
over 5 square feet, shall be shielded with material which is consistent 
with the design features and materials of the building. 


11.9.2 Camouflage by Vegetation 


If Personal Wireless Service Facilities are not camouflaged from public 
viewing areas by the architectural features of buildings or structures, they 
shall be surrounded by buffers of dense tree growth and understory 
vegetation in all directions to create an effective year-round visual buffer. 
Ground-mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall provide a year- 
round vertical evergreen vegetated buffer of 50 feet, or 75% of the overall 
height of the structure, in all directions, whichever is less. Trees and 
vegetation may be existent on the subject property or installed as part of the 
proposed Facility or a combination of both. Vegetation should be natural in 
appearance and consistent with surroundings. 


11.9.3 Color 


a) Personal Wireless Service Facilities which are side-mounted on buildings 
-. shall be painted or constructed of materials to match the color of the 
building material directly behind them. 


b) To the extent that any Personal Wireless Service Facilities extend above 
the height of the building and the vegetation immediately surrounding it, 
they shall be painted in a light gray or light blue hue, or other suitable 
color, which blends with sky and clouds, or otherwise creates the 
greatest camouflage effect. 
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11.10 Equipment Shelters 


Equipment Shelters for Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be designed 
consistent with one of the following design standards: 


a) Equipment Shelters must be located in underground vaults when | 
reasonably practicable; 


b) Equipment Shelters must be designed consistent with traditional 
materials, color and design of the area; and 


c) Equipment Shelters must be camouflaged behind an effective year-round 


_ landscape buffer, equal to the height of the proposed building, and /or 
wooden fence acceptable to the permitting authority. 


11.11 Lighting, Signage and Security 


a) Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be lighted only if required by 
the Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Lighting of Equipment 


Shelters and any other Facilities on site shall be shielded from abutting 
properties. 


b) Signs shall be limited to those needed to identify the property and the 


owner and warn of any danger. All signs are subject to review Bye) the 
Board of Appeals. 


c) All ground mounted Personal Wireless Service Facilities shall be 
surrounded by a Security Barrier. 


11.12 Historic Buildings 


a) Any Personal Wireless Service Facilities located on a structure listed on 
the National Register of Historic Places (“Historic Structure”) shall not 
materially alter the character-defining features, distinctive construction 
methods, or original historic materials of the Historic Structure. 


b) Any alteration made to an Historic Structure to accommodate a Personal 
Wireless Service Facility shall be fully reversible. 


11.13 Noise Standards 
a) Facilities shall comply, to the extent not in violation of the 


Telecommunications Act, with the noise regulations under 310 CMR 
7.10 enacted pursuant to MGL c. 111, section 142B and 142D, as 
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amended from time to time. Failure to comply with such noise 
regulations may result in a revocation of the special permit. 


After the Personal Wireless Service Facility is in operation, the applicant 
shall submit to the Zoning Enforcement Officer, within 90 days of the 
beginning of operations, current measurements of acoustic noise from 
the Personal Wireless Service Facility. Such measurements shall be 
certified and signed by an acoustical engineer, stating that noise 


measurements are accurate and meet the noise standards of sub-section 
11.13a of this By-Law. 


11.14 Radiofrequency Radiation (RFR) Standards 


All equipment proposed for a Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be authorized 
pursuant to the FCC Guidelines for Evaluating the Environmental Effects of 
Radiofrequency Radiation (FCC Guidelines) or any other applicable FCC guidelines 
and regulations. Failure to comply with the FCC Guidelines may result in a 
revocation of the special permit. 


11.15 Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA). 


The Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) for Personal Wireless Service 
Facilities shall be the Board of Appeals. 


11.16 Application Filing Requirements 


11.16.1 General Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special permit for 
all Personal Wireless Service Facilities: 


a) Name, address and telephone number of applicant and any co-applicants 


as well as any agents for the applicant or co-applicants. A 24-hour 
emergency telephone contact number shall be included for use during 
construction as well as operation of a Personal Wireless Service Facility. 


b) Every application for a Personal Wireless Service Facility special permit 


shall include the owner of the subject property and at least one Licensed 
Carrier as an applicant or a co-applicant. 


Original signatures are required for the applicant and all co-applicants 


applying for the special permit. If the applicant or co-applicant will be 
represented by an agent, an original signature authorizing the agent to 
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represent the applicant and/or co-applicant is required. Photo 
reproductions of signatures will not be accepted. 


11.16.2 Location Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special permit for 
~ all Personal Wireless Facilities: 


a) Identify the subject property by including the name of the nearest road or 


roads and the street address, if any, and Assessors Map and Parcel 
number of the subject property. 


b) A Town Engineer’ s map to scale showing the subject property and all 
properties within 300 feet and the location of all buildings, Sop ten 
accessory structures, on all properties shown. 


c) Ifthe FCC requires that an EA be filed with the FCC prior to beginning 


operations of the subject Facility, a copy of the EA shall be submitted 
with the application. 


d) A listing of the location, type and amount (including trace elements) of 
any materials proposed for use within the Personal Wireless Service 


Facility that are considered hazardous by the federal, state or local 
government. 


11.16.3 Additional Location Filing Requirements Applicable to Monopoles 
and Other Facilities in Excess of Fifteen (15) Feet in Height 


In addition to the Location Filing Requirements under 11.16.2 above, an 
application for a special permit in connection with a Monopole or another 
Facility in excess of fifteen (15) feet in height shall include a map showing 
the other preexisting and approved Personal Wireless Service Facilities in 
Winchester and outside Winchester within one mile of its boundary. 


11.16.4 Siting Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special apitar for 
all Personal Wireless Service Facilities: 


a) A one-inch-equals-40 feet or other suitable scale vicinity plan showing 
the following: 


1. Property lines for the subject property. 


2. Proposed location of antenna, mount and equipment shelter(s). 
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3. All proposed changes to the existing property, including grading, 


vegetation removal and temporary or permanent roads and 
driveways. 


4. Representations, dimensioned and to scale, of the proposed 
Mount, Antennas, Equipment Shelters, cable runs, parking areas 


and any other construction or development attendant to the 
Personal Wireless Service Facility. 


3. Location of all conservation lands, easements and wetlands on 


the subject property and on all properties adjacent to the subject 
property. 


b) Sight lines and photographs as described below: 


1. Sight line representation. A sight line drawn to the highest point 
of the Personal Wireless Service Facility representing the 
viewpoint (point from which view is taken) and visible point 
(point being viewed) shall be provided for any Scenic View 
Points as determined by the Board of Appeals. Each sight line 
shall be depicted in profile, drawn at a one-inch-equals-40 feet 
scale. The profiles shall show all intervening trees and buildings. 


2. Existing (before condition) photographs. Each sight line shall be 
illustrated by one four-inch by six-inch color photograph of what 
can currently be seen (i) from any public road and any residential 
building within 300 feet and (ii) from the Scenic View Points. 


3. Proposed (after condition) photographs. Each of the preexisting 
condition photographs shall have the proposed Personal Wireless 
Service Facility superimposed on it to show what will be seen (i) 
from public roads and any residential building within 300 feet and 
from (ii) from the Scenic View Points, if the proposed Personal 
Wireless Service Facility is built. 


4. Siting elevations from the north, south, east and west for a 50- 
foot radius around the proposed Personal Wireless Service 
Facility plus from all existing public and private roads that serve 
the subject property. Section views shall be at either one-quarter 
inch equals one foot or one-eighth inch equals one foot scale and 
show the following: 


I. Antennas, Mounts and Equipment Shelter(s), with total 
Elevation and dimensions. 
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II. Existing trees and shrubs at current height and proposed 
trees and shrubs at proposed height at time of installation, 
with approximate elevations dimensioned. 


11.16.5 Additional Siting Filing Requirements Applicable to Monopoles and 
Other Facilities in Excess of Fifteen (15) Feet in Height 


In addition to the Siting Filing Requirements under 11.16.4 above, an 
application for a special permit in connection with a Monopole or other 


Facility in excess of fifteen (15) feet in height shall include the following: 


a) The vicinity plan required under 11.16.4a) above also shall include the 
following: 


1. Property lines of all properties within 300 feet of the proposed 


location. 

2. Tree cover on the subject property and all properties directly 
abutting the subject property, by dominant species and average 
height, as.measured by or available from a verifiable source. 

3, 


Outline of all existing buildings, include purpose (e.g. residential 
buildings, garages, accessory structures, etc.) on subject property 
and all properties adjacent to the subject property. 


Proposed Security Barrier, indicating type and extent as well as 
point of controlled entry. 


. Location of all roads, public and private, on the subject property 
and on all properties adjacent to the subject property, including 


driveways proposed to serve the Personal Wireless Service 
Facility. 


Contours at each two (2) foot intervals based on the United 


States Geological Surveys’ (USGS) National Geodetic Datum of 
1929. 


b) In addition to the siting elevation requirements under 11.16.4 b)4 above, 
siting elevations submitted with an application for a special permit in 
connection with a Monopole shall include the following: 

1. If the Security Barrier will block views of the Personal Wireless 


Service Facility, the barrier drawing shall be cut away to show 
the view behind the barrier. 
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Any and all structures on the subject property. 


Grade changes, or cuts and fills, to be shown as original grade 
and new grade line, with two-foot contours. 


11.16.6 Design Filing Requirements Applicable to All Facilities 


The following shall be included with an application for a special 
permit for all Personal Wireless Service Facilities: 


a) 


b) 


Cc) 


d) 


e) 


Equipment brochures for the proposed Personal Wireless Service 
Facility such as manufacturer's specifications or trade journal 
reprints shall be provided for the antennas, mounts, Equipment 
Shelters, cables as well as cable runs, and Security Barrier, if any. 


Materials of the proposed Personal Wireless Service Facility 
specified by generic type and specific treatment (e.g. anodized 
aluminum, stained wood, painted fiberglass, etc.). These 
specifications shall be provided for the Antennas, Mounts, 


Equipment Shelters, cables as well as cable runs, and Security 
Barmier, if any. 


Colors of the proposed Personal Wireless Service Facility 
represented by a color board showing actual colors proposed. 
Colors shall be provided for the antennas, mounts, Equipment 
Shelters, cables as well as cable runs, and Security Barrier, if any. 


Dimensions of the Personal Wireless Service Facility specified for 
all three dimensions: height, width and breadth, These shall be 
provided for the Antennas, Mounts, Equipment Shelters and 
Security Barrier, if any. 


Appearance shown by at least two photographic superimpositions 
of the Personal Wireless Service Facility within the subject 
property. The photographic superimpositions shall be provided 
for the Antennas, Mounts, Equipment Shelters, cables as well as 


cable runs, and Security Barrier, if any, for the total height, width 
and breadth. 


11.16.7 Design Filing Requirements Applicable to Monopoles and Other 
Facilities in Excess of Fifteen (15) Feet in Height 
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In addition to the design filing requirements under 11.16.6 above, 
applications for a special permit in connection with a Monopole or other 
Facility in excess of fifteen (15) feet in height shall include: 


a) Landscape plan including preexisting trees and shrubs and those 
proposed to be added, identified by size of specimen at 
installation and species. 


b) During the application process the applicant shall schedule with 
the Board of Appeals a balloon or crane test at the proposed site, 
at the expense of the applicant, to illustrate the height of the 
proposed Facility. The date, time and location of such test shall 
be advertised, at the expense of the applicant, in a newspaper of 
general circulation in the Town at least fourteen (14) days, but 
not more than twenty-one (21) days prior to the test. _ 


c) If lighting of the site is proposed, the applicant shall submit a 
manufacturers computer generated point-to-point printout, 
indicating the horizontal foot-candle levels at grade, within the 
property to be developed and twenty-five (25) feet beyond 


property lines. The printout shall include the locations and types 
of luminaries proposed. 


11.17 Co-location 


a) Licensed Carriers shall share Personal Wireless Service Facilities and 
sites where feasible and appropriate, thereby reducing the number of 
Personal Wireless Service Facilities that are stand-alone Facilities. All 
applicants for a special permit for a Personal Wireless Service Facility 


shall demonstrate a good faith effort to co-locate with other Carriers. 
Such good faith effort includes: 


1. A survey of all existing structures that may be feasible sites for 
co-locating Personal Wireless Service Facilities; 


Contact with all other Licensed Carriers for Personal 


Communications Services operating in cities and towns bordering 
on Winchester; and 


3. Providing information necessary to determine if Co-location is 


feasible under the design configuration most accommodating to 
Co-location. 


b) An Applicant shall demonstrate to the Board of Appeals that it has made 
a good faith effort to co-locate its Facility upon an existing Facility. The 
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Board of Appeals may require the applicant to retain a technical expert in 
the field of RF engineering and/or a structural engineer to verify and 
certify to the Board of Appeals whether Co-location at the site is not 
feasible or is feasible given the design configuration most 
accommodating to Co-location. The cost for such a technical expert will 
be at the expense of the applicant. The Board of Appeals may deny a 


special permit to an applicant who has not demonstrated a good faith 
effort to provide for Co-location. 


c) If the applicant does intend to co-locate or to permit Co-location, the 
Board of Appeals shall request drawings and studies which show the 


ultimate appearance and operation of the Personal Wireless Service 
Facility at full build-out. 


d) If the Board of Appeal approves Co-location for a Personal Wireless 
_ Service Facility site, the special permit shall indicate, based on 


information provided by the applicant, how many Facilities of what type 
shall be permitted on that site. 


e) A Personal Wireless Service Facility may locate as of right on any 
Monopole for which a special permit issued under this By-Law is in 
effect, provided that the new Facility shall not exceed the terms and 


conditions of the special permit in effect for the existing Facility on 
which it is to be located. 


11.18 Monitoring and Maintenance 


a) After the Facility is in operation, the applicant shall submit to the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer, within 90 days of beginning operations, current 
RFR measurements. Such measurements shall be signed and certified by 
an RF Engineer, stating that RFR measurements are accurate and are in 
compliance or how the measurements fail to comply with all applicable 
FCC Guidelines as specified in sub-section 11.14 of this By-Law. The 


measurements shall be submitted for both the applicant and all co- 
locators. 


b) The applicant and co-applicant shall maintain the Personal Wireless 
Service Facility. Such maintenance shall include, but shall not be limited 
to, painting, structural integrity and landscaping. 


11.19 Change of Ownership, Abandonment or Discontinuation of Use 
a) At such time that (i) any applicant or co-applicant transfers its legal or 


beneficial interest in the Facility or (ii) a Licensed Carmer plans to 
abandon or discontinue operation of a Personal Wireless Service Facility, 
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such applicant, co-applicant or Carrier will notify the Zoning 
Enforcement Officer by certified US mail of the proposed date of — 
transfer of ownership or abandonment or discontinuation of operations, 
such notice shall be given no less than 30 days prior to transfer of 
ownership or abandonment or discontinuation of operations. Without 
limitation of Section 11.19d) below, as to abandonment or 
discontinuation of operations, if a Licensed Carrier fails to give such 
notice, the Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be considered 
abandoned upon discontinuation of operations. 


b) Upon abandonment or discontinuation of use, the Licensed Carrier shall

d) 


physically remove the Personal Wireless Service Facility within 90 days 
from the date of abandonment or discontinuation of use. "Physically 
remove" shall include, but not be limited to: 


1. Removal of antennas, mount, Equipment Shelters and Security 
Barriers from the subject property. 


2. Proper disposal of the waste materials from the site in accordance 
with local and state solid waste disposal regulations. 


3. Restoring the location of the Personal Wireless Service Facility to 


its natural condition, except that any tal and grading 
shall remain in the after-condition. 


As a condition of any special permit for the placement, construction, 
installation or modification of a Monopole or other Facilities in excess of 
fifteen (15) feet in height, the Board of Appeals shall require a 
performance bond prior to the issuance of a building permit to cover the 
costs of removing the Facility from the subject property; the Board of 
Appeals may require or waive said bonding requirement in connection 
with a special permit for any other Facility. 


A Facility shall be deemed to be abandoned or discontinued if the FCC 
license for the Facility has expired or has been terminated or if it has not 
been used for the purpose for which it was originally constructed for a 
period of six (6) months or more. Once abandonment or discontinuance 
has occurred, the applicant or co-applicant shall remove the Facility from 
the subject property within ninety (90) days. In the event that the 
applicant or co-applicant fails to remove the Facility, the Town may, 
upon thirty (30) days’ notice to the applicant or co-applicant remove the 
Facility at the sole cost and expense of the applicant or co-applicant. 
Nothing contained herein shall be deemed to create any obligation on the 
part of the Town to remove or cause others to remove the Facility. The 
applicant or co-applicant shall authorize and, as necessary, shall obtain

_ the authorization of the owner of the property to allow the Town to 
enter upon the subject property to remove the Facility, if the applicant or 


co-applicant fails to remove the Facility when it has been abandoned or 
discontinued. 


11.20 Reconstruction or Replacement _of Preexisting Nonconforming Personal 
Wireless Service Facilities 


Personal Wireless Service Facilities that were lawfully in existence at the time of 
adoption of this By-Law may be reconstructed, altered, extended or replaced by 
special permit, provided that the Board of Appeals finds that such reconstruction, . 
alteration, extension or replacement will not be substantially more detrimental to the 
neighborhood and/or the Town than the preexisting, non-conforming structure. In 
making such a determination, the Board of Appeals shall consider whether the 
proposed reconstruction, alteration, extension or replacement will create public 


benefits such as opportunities for Co-location, improvements in public safety, and/or 
reduction in visual and environmental impacts. 


11.21 Performance Guarantees 


Insurance in a reasonable amount determined and approved by the Board of Appeals 
after consultation at the expense of the applicant with one (1) or more insurance 
companies shall be in force to cover damage from the structure, damage from 
transmissions and other site liabilities. Annual proof of said insurance shall be filed 
with the Zoning Enforcement Officer. 


11.22 Term of Special Permit 

A special permit issued for any Personal Wireless Service Facility shall be good for 
five (5) years and the special permit may be renewed under the same criteria as the 
original special permit, provided that the application for renewal of the special 
permit is made prior to the-expiration date of the original or any renewed special 
permit. Additional measures governing the administration of the special permit are 
found in this By-Law, Section 8, Administration and Enforcement. 


11.23 Severability. 


The provisions of this Article are severable and the invalidity of any section or 
provision of this Article shall not invalidate any other section or provision thereof.

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend Chapter 15 of the Code of 
Bylaws as follows: 


Chapter 15. PROHIBITION OF SMOKING IN RESTAURANTS AND OTHER 
PUBLIC PLACES 


Section 1. Definitions 


As used in this chapter: 


1.1 “Enclosed area” in an area completely enclosed by ceilings, walls, and doors 
with ventilation only to the outside 


1.2 “Health Care Facility” in any institution providing individual care or treatment 
of diseases, whether physical, mental or emotional, or other medical, physiological or 
psychological conditions including but not limited to rehabilitation hospitals, clinics, 


surgeons, physical therapists, dentists, weight control clinics, nursing homes, and 
homes for long term care. 


1.3 “Person” is any person, firm partnership, association, corporation, company or 
-organization of any kind including, but not limited to an owner, operator, manager, 
proprietor or person in charge of any building, establishment, business, or retail 
store, or the agents or designees of any of the foregoing. 


1.4 “Private Club” is a body or association lawfully operating under a charter 
granted by a parent body so chartered, and including also any organization owning, 
hiring or leasing a building, or space in a building of such extent and character as 
may be suitable and adequate for the reasonable and comfortable use and accom- 
modation of its members provided that its affairs and management are conducted by 
a board of directors, executive committee, or similar body chosen by the members. 


1.5 “Public place” means 


(A) Any building or facility owned or operated by the town, including 
school buildings and grounds; 


(B) Any enclosed area open to the general public, including but not limited 
to the following: 


Auditoriums; banks, elevators accessible to the general public; entrance 
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ways; exits; funeral homes; halls; hair cutting and cosmetology 
establishments; health care facilities; laundromats; libraries; lobbies; 
museums; public restrooms; restaurants; recreational facilities; retail 


food stores; retail stores; stairways; waiting areas; Winchester Housing 
Authority. 


1.6 “Restaurant” is any establishment serving food for consumption on the 
premises, including any coffee shop, cafeteria, sandwich stand, pizza shop, 
private and public school cafeteria, and any other eating establish- 


ment which gives or offers food for sale to the public, guests or 
employees. 


1.7 “Smoking” is lighting, inhaling, exhaling or burning any cigar, cigarette, pipe 
or other tobacco product.

“Sufficient” shall be deemed to mean that such public or private off-street parking 
facilities contain sufficient parking spaces to serve all existing uses, as well as such proposed 


Fast Food Restaurant, based upon the applicable off-street parking requirements for the Center 
Business District. 


The following definitions are hereby added to Section 9.1: 


Drive-In Restaurant: Any establishment that is designed to allow customers to access sales or 
services without leaving their motor vehicles, including, but not limited to, drive-up food service 
windows or similar customer services. 


Fast Food Restaurant: Any establishment whose principal business is the sale of foods or 
beverages in a ready-to-consume state, for consumption within or off-premises and whose 


principal method of operation includes sale of foods and beverages in paper, plastic or other 
disposable containers. 


Fast Food Restaurant Play Area: Any portion of a Fast Food Restaurant which is used as a 
recreation, play or entertainment area. 


Non Seating Area: As to Fast Food Restaurants which prepare food which is to be consumed off 
the premises, the entire floor area of the Fast Food Restaurant other than (i) the floor area used 
for seating for on premises food consumption and (ii) the basement.

Pursuant to the vote of adjournment on November 2, 1998, the Town Meeting Members met at 
the Town Hall Auditorium on Thursday, November 5, 1998, notices having been sent to all 
members absent at the previous meeting. 


A list of the duly qualified Town Meeting Members was used at the entrance of the meeting 
place and was in the charge of Christine A. Cullen and Cheryl A. Murphy of the Office of the 
Town Clerk. The list contained the names of one hundred ninety-one Town Meeting members 
entitled to vote and participate in Town Meeting in Winchester.

The meeting began at 7:30 after a brief prayer by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Winchester 
Zoning By-Law, adopted October 29, 1973, as heretofore amended by inserting the 
following new sections: 


SECTION 12. OUTDOOR LIGHTING 
12.1 OBJECTIVES 


Purpose and Intent The purpose of this by-law is to create standards for outdoor lighting 
so that its use does not unreasonably interfere with the reasonable use and enjoyment of 
property within Winchester. It is the intent of this section to encourage, through the 
regulation of the types, construction, installation and uses of outdoor electrically powered 
illuminating devices, lighting practices and systems which will (i) reduce light pollution, 
light trespass and glare in order to preserve and enhance the natural, scenic, and aesthetic 
qualities of Winchester, (ii) conserve energy and decrease lighting cost without decreasing 
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nighttime safety, security, and productivity, and (iii) preserve the night sky as a natural 
resource to enhance nighttime enjoyment of property within Winchester. 


12.2 APPLICABILITY, TERMINOLOGY 
12.2.1 The requirements of this section shall apply to the following zoning districts: 


PRD, RB, BL, CBD, GBD, IL, SCI and RA 
12.2.2 The requirements of this section shall not apply to the following: 


a. Municipal Lights. Municipal street lighting, lights that control traffic or 
other lighting for public safety on Town streets and ways. 


b. Fossil Fuel Light. All outdoor light fixtures producing light directly by the 
combustion of natural gas or other fossil fuels. 


C Other Light Sources. All outdoor light fixtures using an incandescent lamp 
or lamps of 150 watts or less. All outdoor light fixtures using any non 
incandescent lamp or lamps of 50 total watts or less. 


d. Zoning districts RDA, RDB, RDC and RG. 


e. Temporary decorative lighting which may include colored lamps, such as 
holiday lighting. 


12.2.3 Prohibited Light Sources. The following light sources are prohibited: 


1. Neon Lights. 


2. Mercury Vapor and Quartz Lamps. For the purposes of this by-law, quartz 
lamps shall not be considered an incandescent light source. 


a Searchlights. The operation of searchlights is prohibited. 


12.2.4 TERMINOLOGY 


In addition to the terms defined in Section 9, Definitions, of this By-Law, the following 
words, which are technical terms applying to lighting, which are set forth below, shall have 
the meaning indicated below. Although set forth here for convenience, the terms shall have 
the same effect as if set forth in Section 9, Definitions. 


COLOR RENDERING INDEX (CRI): A measurement of the amount of color shift that 
objects undergo when lighted by a light source as compared with the color of those same 
objects when seen under a reference light source of comparable color temperature. CRI 
values generally range from 0 to 100, where 100 represents incandescent light. 
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Color Temperature 


Color Temperature or Chromaticity refers to the color appearance of the light that comes 
from a light source, also referred to as Correlated Color Temperature (CCT). The 
apparent color of a light source is measured in degrees Kelvin or “K”. 


A low color temperature corresponds to ‘Warm.’ Incandescent lamps are in the range of 
2700 degrees K. 


‘Cool’ light comes from sources such as cool white fluorescent lamps operating at 4100 
degrees K. Lights appear bluer above 4100 degrees K. 


CUTOFF ANGLE: The angle formed by a line drawn from the direction of the direct light 
rays at the light source with respect to the vertical, beyond which no direct light is emitted. 


DIRECT LIGHT: Light emitted from the lamp, off the reflector or reflector diffuser, or 
through the refractor or diffuser lens, of a luminaire. 


EFFICACY: Efficacy is the rate at which a lamp is able to convert electrical power (watts) 
into light (lumens), expressed in terms of lumens per watt. 


FILTERED: When referring to an outdoor light fixture means that the fixture is to be 
fitted with a glass, acrylic, or other translucent enclosure of the light source. 


FIXTURE: The assembly that houses a lamp or lamps, and which may include a housing, 


a mounting bracket or pole socket, a lamp holder, a ballast, a reflector or mirror, and/or a 
refractor, lens, or diffuser lens. 


FULLY-SHIELDED LUMINAIRE: A lamp and fixture assembly designed with a cutoff 
angle of 90°, so that no direct light is emitted above a horizontal plane. 


GLARE: Light emitted from a luminaire with an intensity great enough to produce 
annoyance, discomfort, or a reduction in a viewer’s ability to see. 


HEIGHT OF LUMINAIRE: The vertical distance from the finished grade of the ground 
directly below to the lowest direct light emitting part of the luminaire. 


INDIRECT LIGHT: Direct light that has been reflected off other surfaces. 
LAMP: The component of a luminaire that produces the actual light. 


LIGHT TRESPASS: The shining of direct light produced by a luminaire beyond the 
boundaries of the lot or parcel on which it is located. 
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LUMEN: A measure of light energy generated by a light source. One foot candle is one 
lumen per square foot. For purposes of this By-Law, the lumen output shall be the initial 
lumen output of a lamp, as rated by the manufacturer. 


LUMINAIRE: A complete lighting system, including a lamp or lamps and a fixture. 


SHIELDED: When referring to an outdoor light fixture means that the fixture allows no 
up-light. 


UP-LIGHT: Means direct light emitted by an outdoor light fixture above a horizontal 
plane through the fixture’s lowest light emitting part. 


12.5 STATE BUILDING CODE 


State Board of Building Regulations and Standards (the Massachusetts State Building

12.1 OBJECTIVES 


Purpose and Intent The purpose of this by-law is to create standards for outdoor lighting so 
that its use does not unreasonably interfere with the reasonable use and enjoyment of property 
within Winchester. It is the intent of this section to encourage, through the regulation of the 
types, construction, installation and uses of outdoor electrically powered illuminating devices, 
lighting practices and systems which will (i) reduce light pollution, light trespass and glare in 
order to preserve and enhance the natural, scenic, and aesthetic qualities of Winchester, (ii) 
conserve energy and decrease lighting cost without decreasing nighttime safety, security, and 
productivity, and (iii) preserve the night sky as a natural resource to enhance nighttime 
enjoyment of property within Winchester. 


12.2 APPLICABILITY, TERMINOLOGY 
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12.2.1 The requirements of this section shall apply to the following zoning districts: 
PRD, RB, BL, CBD, GBD, IL, SCI and RA 
12.2.2 The requirements of this section shall not apply to the following: 


a. Municipal Lights. Municipal street lighting, lights that control traffic or other 
lighting for public safety on Town streets and ways. 


b. Fossil Fuel Light. All outdoor light fixtures producing light directly by the 
combustion of natural gas or other fossil fuels. 


d. Other Light Sources. All outdoor light fixtures using an incandescent lamp or 
lamps of 150 watts or less. All outdoor light fixtures using any non incandescent 
lamp or lamps of 50 total watts or less. 


d. Zoning districts RDA, RDB, RDC and RG. 


cr Temporary decorative lighting which may include colored lamps, such as holiday 
lighting. 


12.2.3 Prohibited Light Sources. The following light sources are prohibited: 
i Neon Lights. CAN 
24 Mercury Vapor 
a Searchlights. The operation of searchlights is prohibited. 


12.2.4 TERMINOLOGY 


In addition to the terms defined in Section 9, Definitions, of this By-Law, the following words, 
which are technical terms applying to lighting, which are set forth below, shall have the meaning 
indicated below. Although set forth here for convenience, the terms shall have the same effect as 
if set forth in Section 9, Definitions. 


COLOR RENDERING INDEX (CRI): A measurement of the amount of color shift that objects 
undergo when lighted by a light source as compared with the color of those same objects when 
seen under a reference light source of comparable color temperature. CRI values generally range 
from 0 to 100, where 100 represents incandescent light. 


Color Temperature 
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Color Temperature or Chromaticity refers to the color appearance of the light that comes from a 
light source, also referred to as Correlated Color Temperature (CCT). The apparent color of a 
light source is measured in degrees Kelvin or “K”. 


A low color temperature corresponds to ‘Warm.’ Incandescent lamps are in the range of 2700 
degrees K. 


‘Cool’ light comes from sources such as cool white fluorescent lamps operating at 4100 SAR: 
K. Lights appear bluer above 4100 degrees K. 


CUTOFF ANGLE: The angle formed by a line drawn from the direction of the direct light rays 
at the light source with respect to the vertical, beyond which no direct light is emitted. 


DIRECT LIGHT: Light emitted from the lamp, off the reflector or reflector diffuser, or through 
the refractor or diffuser lens, of a luminaire. 


EFFICACY: Efficacy is the rate at which a lamp is able to convert electrical power (watts) into 
light (lumens), expressed in terms of lumens per watt. 


FILTERED: When referring to an outdoor light fixture means that the fixture is to be fitted with 
a glass, acrylic, or other translucent enclosure of the light source. 


FIXTURE: The assembly that houses a lamp or lamps, and which may include a housing, a 
mounting bracket or pole socket, a lamp holder, a ballast, a reflector or mirror, and/or a refractor, 
lens, or diffuser lens. 


FULLY-SHIELDED LUMINAIRE: A lamp and fixture assembly designed with a cutoff angle 
of 90°, so that no direct light is emitted above a horizontal plane. 


GLARE: Light emitted from a luminaire with an intensity great enough to produce annoyance, 
discomfort, or a reduction in a viewer’s ability to see. 


HEIGHT OF LUMINAIRE: The vertical distance from the finished grade of the ground directly 
below to the lowest direct light emitting part of the luminaire. 


INDIRECT LIGHT: Direct light that has been reflected off other surfaces. 
LAMP: The component of a luminaire that produces the actual light. 


LIGHT TRESPASS: The shining of direct light produced by a luminaire beyond the boundaries 
of the lot or parcel on which it is located. 


LUMEN: A measure of light energy generated by a light source. One foot candle is one lumen 


per square foot. For purposes of this By-Law, the lumen output shall be the initial lumen output 
of a lamp, as rated by the manufacturer. 
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LUMINAIRE: A complete lighting system, including a lamp or lamps and a fixture. 


SHIELDED: When referring to an outdoor light fixture means that the fixture allows no up- 
light. 


UP-LIGHT: Means direct light emitted by an outdoor light fixture above.a horizontal plane 
through the fixture’s lowest light emitting part. 


12.5 STATE BUILDING CODE 


State Board of Building Regulations and Standards (the Massachusetts State Building Code): 780 
CMR 1313.0, Lighting systems. Applicability. The Outdoor Lighting By-Law, Section 12, shall 
be administered in conformance with this code, to determine minimum standards. However, the 
express provisions contained in Section 12 shall govern in all respects. 


12.6 LIGHTING PLAN 


12.6.1 Wherever outside lighting is proposed, every application for a building permit, a 
special permit, a special permit with site plan review, a variance, or an electrical permit, 
shall be accompanied by a lighting plan which shall show: 


a. the location and type of any outdoor lighting luminaires, includmg the 
height of the luminaire; 


b. the luminaire manufacturer’s specification data, including lumen 
output and photometric data showing cutoff angles; 


c. the type of lamp such as: metal halide, compact fluorescent, high pressure sodium 
_ with color temperature (Kelvin) and CRI indicated; 


d. a photometric plan showing the intensity of illumination at ground level expressed in 
foot candles; and 


e. that light trespass onto any street or abutting lot will not occur. This 
may. be demonstrated by manufacturer’s data, cross section drawings, or other means. 


12.6.2 When an existing outdoor lighting installation is being modified, extended, 
expanded, or added to, the entire outdoor lighting installation on the lot shall 
be subject to the requirements of this section. 

12.7 CONTROL OF GLARE AND LIGHT TRESPASS 

12.7.1 All outdoor light fixtures subject to this by-law shall be shielded. 


12.7.2 All outdoor light fixtures using a metal halide lamp or lamps shall be shielded and 
filtered. Filtering using quartz glass does not meet this requirement. 
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12.7.3 Any luminaire with a lamp or lamps rated at a total of more than 2000 lumens shall be of 
fully shielded design and shall not emit any direct light above a horizontal plane passing 
through the lowest part of the light emitting luminaire. 


12.7.4 All luminaires, regardless of lumen rating, shall be equipped with whatever 
additional shielding, lenses, or cutoff devices are required to eliminate light trespass onto 


any street or abutting lot or parcel and to eliminate glare perceptible to persons on any 
street or abutting lot or parcel. 


12.7.5 Paragraph 12.7.1, above, shall not apply to any luminaire intended solely to 
illuminate any freestanding sign or the walls of any building but such luminaire shall be 
shielded so that its direct light is confined to the surface of such sign or building. 


12.7.6 All lamps subject to this by-law shall have a minimum color temperature of 2000 degrees 
K and a maximum color temperature of 3700 degrees K. 


12.8 LAMPS 


12.8.1 Lamp types shall be selected within the allowable color temperature range of 2000 to 
3700 degrees Kelvin, for optimum color rendering as measured by their color rendering 
index (CRI), as listed by the lamp manufacturer. 


EFFICACY: The use of highly efficient lamp sources, in conformance with this by-law is 
encouraged. 


12.9 HOURS OF OPERATION 


12.9.1 Outdoor lighting shall not be illuminated between 11 p.m. and 6 a.m. with the following 
exceptions: 


a. if the use is being operated, such as a business open to customers, or where 
employees are working or where an institution or place of public assembly is 
conducting an activity, normal illumination shall be allowed during the activity 
and for not more than one half hour after the activity ceases; 


db. low level lighting sufficient for the security of persons or property on the lot may 
be in operation between 11:00 p.m. and 6:00 am., provided the average 
illumination on the ground or on any vertical surface is not greater than 0.5 foot 
candles. 


12.10 SPECIAL PERMITS 


In accordance with Section 3, the Board of Appeals, acting as the special permit granting 
authority, may grant a special permit modifying the requirements of this Section, provided it 
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determines that such modification is consistent with the objectives set forth in paragraph 12.1, in 
the following cases: 


a. 


where an applicant can demonstrate, by means of a history of vandalism or other 
objective means, that an extraordinary need for security exists; 


where an applicant can show that conditions hazardous to the public, such as steep 
embankments or stairs, may exist in traveled ways or areas;

handicapped person and displaying the special identification plate authorized by section two of 
chapter ninety or for any vehicle bearing the official identification of a handicapped person 
issued by any other state, or any Canadian Province. This section shall be binding upon all such 
places and areas whether the same be owned by and/or under the control of governmental 
agencies, and education, charitable and religious institutions. 


36.2 Spaces so reserved in such place or area for disabled veterans and/or handicapped persons, 
or vehicles shall be in accordance with the following provisions: 


If the number of parking spaces is more than five but not more than twenty-five, one 
parking space; more than twenty-five but not more than forty, five percent of such 
spaces but not less than two; more than forty but not more than one hundred, four 
percent of such spaces but not less than three; more than one hundred but not more 
than two hundred, three percent of such spaces but not less than four; more than two 
hundred but not more than five hundred, two percent of such spaces but not less 
than six. 


36.3 Parking spaces designated as reserved under the provisions of paragraph 36.1 shall be 
identified by the use of above grade signs with white lettering against a blue background and 
shall bear the words “Handicapped Parking: Special Plate Required. Unauthorized Vehicles 
May Be Removed at Owner’s Expense”; shall be as near as possible to a building entrance or 
walkway; shall be adjacent to curb ramps or other unobstructed methods permitting sidewalk 
access to a handicapped person; and shall be twelve feet wide or two, eight foot wide areas with 
four feet of cross hatch between them. 


36.4 No vehicle, not bearing a distinguishing license plate or placard so authorized by G.L. 


Chapter 90, Section 2, shall be left unattended within parking spaces so reserved, under 
Paragraph 36.1 for use by disabled veterans or handicapped persons. 
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36.5 No vehicle shall be left unattended in such places and/or areas as described in Paragraph 
36.1, hereof, in such a manner as to obstruct a curb ramp constructed therein for use by 
handicapped persons as a means of egress to a street or public way. 


36.6 Penalty for the violation of this section shall be not less than twenty-five dollars or 
in excess of one hundred dollars.
